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MR. W. L. ABINGDON. 


Mr. Wiiu1am Lepper ABINGDON was born at Towcester, Northamptonshire, on May 2, 
1859, and made his first appearance on the stage—having previously been engaged in 
business—at Belfast, in 1881. He made his first appearance in London on April 26, 1886, 
at the Grand Theatre, Islington, as Jasper Darren in Hard Hearts; also appearing as 
the Spider in The Silver King, as Gilbert Mealand in Queen’s Evidence, as Richard 
Orchardson in Stormbeaten, and as Mark Livingston in The Streets of London, revived 
during the season. During the autunin he toured with Miss Bateman, and at Christmas 
appeared in a series of revivals of national dramas in Scotland. Joining the Princess's 
eompany, Mr. Abingdon played George Benson in Shadows of a Great City, produced 
on July 14, 1887; Jaracoff in Siberia, produced on December 14; Roger Moreland 
in The Mystery of a Hansom Cab, produced on February 23, 1888; Edgar Lawrence 
in Dorothy Gray, produced on April 10; John Bird in The Still Alarm, produced on 
August 2; and Robert Stillwood in Hands Across the Sea, produced on November 16, 
In the following year Mr. Abingdon joined the Adelphi company, taking part in revivals 
of Hartour Lights on April 20, and—as Robert Ffolliott—of The Shaughraun on 
June 22. When London Day by Day was produced on September 14, Mr. Abingdon was 
the Peter Marks. In a revival of The Green Bushes on April 19, 1890, he was the 
George, and in the production of The English Rose on August 2 he was the Captain 
Macdonnell, Leaving the Adelphi, Mr. Abingdon played Lambert D’Arcy in the 
production of Handfast at the Shaftesbury on May 16, 1891, and Dr. Rank in a 
revival of A Doll’s House at the Criterion on the morning of June 2. He took part in 
the production of Fate and Fortune at the Princess’s on July 27, and made a notable 
success as Laurent in Thérése Raquin, produced at the Royalty on October 9, and 
shortly followed by a revival of Hast Lynne, in which Mr. Abingdon played Captain 
Levison. In a revival of After Dark at the Princess’s on November 9 he played 
Chandos Bellingham, and in a revival of Alone in London on December 21 he played 
Redcliffe. In the production of The Life We Live on April 16, 1892, Mr. Abingdon 
was the Phil Burchill. On June 2, at Terry’s Theatre, he played Harrington 
Price in Mr. Benham’s piece, Zhe Country, and in Mr. Van Biene’s production 
of The Broken Melody at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on July 28 he was the General 
Ivanoff. Returning to the Adelphi, Mr. Abingdon played Ralph Standish in the 
production of The Lost Paradise on December 22, and Captain Greville in the pro- 
duction of The Black Domino on April 1, 1893. In A Screw Loose, produced at the 
Vaudeville on November 4, he was the Sir Wilfer Alladay. He played the black- 
mailing Society Journalist in An Old Jew, produced at the Garrick on January 26, 
1894; and he was the Captain Hawtree in the succeeding revival of Caste. He played 
Hialmar Stedal in a performance of The Wild Duck, organised by the Independent 
Theatre Society, on May 4. In The Blackmailers, tentatively produced at the Prince 
of Wales’s Theatre on June 7, he appeared as Claude Price. He played Sir John 
Saunderson in The Puritan, tentatively produced at the Trafalgar Square Theatre on 
July 28. In The Fatal Card, produced at the Adelphi on September 6, he was the 
James Dixon. 



































MISS JANET ACHURCH. 


Miss Janet Acuurcu had ancestors of distinction in the theatrical world so long ago 
as the days ofthe Kembles. She has been on the stage upwards of ten years, having made 
her first appearance in a :mall part at the Olympic, then under the management of Miss 
Genevieve Ward, on January 8, 1883. Proceeding on a tour of the provinces with Miss 
Ward, Miss Janet Achurch appeared notably in The Queen’s Favourite, in Rachel, and in 
Forget-Me-Not. At Christmas she was the Fairy Queen in Miss Sarah Thorne’s panto- 
mime. During 1884 Miss Achurch appeared on tour as Leonie in The Ladies’ Battle ; 
as Zamora in The Honeymoon; as Pauline in Called Back; as Mercy Merrick in The 
New Magdalen; and as Lady Audley. Joining Mr. F. R. Benson’s company, Miss 
Achurch played an important series of Shakspearian heroines. In April 1886 she re- 
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appeared in London as Mercy Merrick in a morning performance of The New Magdalen. 
She subsequently toured with Rachel, incidentally playing Frou-Frou, A Lesson in Love, 
and The Corsican Brothers. During 1887 she appeared as Lina Nelson in the provincial 
production of Harbour Lights, and as Dora in Diplomacy. For a time she was a member 
of the Conway-Farren Comedy Company, and on June 4 she appeared under Mr. Tree’s 
management as Mary Potterinthe Step-Sister. The production of Devil Caresfoot at the 
Vaudeville on July 12 of this year was an important incident in Miss Achurch’s career. 
She then played Angela. She was the Desdemona in a morning performance of Othello 
at the Vaudeville on December 20. She took part in the tentative production of Wyllard’s 
Weird at the Criterion, December 27. In Partners, produced at the Haymarket on 
January 5, 1888, Miss Achurch played Ada Bellair. She was the Mathilde de Bonfleurs 
in The Pompadour, produced here on March 31. In The Love Story, tentatively produced 
at the Strand on May 23, she appeared as Madeleine Borth. She assisted in the produc- 
tion at the Haymarket on May 26 of A Compromising Case. At the Olympic, on June 5, 
she appeared as Hester Prynne in a morning performance of The Scarlet Letter. Miss 
Achurch has the distinction of having introduced Ibsen to English audiences with the 
production at the Novelty Theatre on June 7, 1889, of A Doll's House, in which she 
played Norah. Subsequently Miss Achurch went to Australia, where she remained for a 
long season. Returning to England in the spring of 1892, she then appeared at the 
Avenue in A Doll's House and in Forget-Me-Not. In the spring of 1893 Miss Achurch, 
with her husband, Mr. Charles Charrington, undertook the management of the Royalty 
Theatre. Here, on March 4, Alewandra was produced, with Miss Achurch in the name- 
part. On April 6 Clever Alice was first played, with Miss Achurch again in the name- 
part. Proceeding to Terry's Theatre, the Charringtons produced there on June 3a 
“quintuple bill,” consisting of Foreign Policy, by Mr. Conan Doyle; Bud and Blossom, 
by Lady Colin Campbell; An Interlude, by Mrs. W. K. Clifford and Mr. Walter H. 
Pollock ; The Three Waufarers, by Mr. Thomas Hardy; and Becky Sharp, by Mr. J. M. 
Barrie. Miss Achurch replaced Miss Marion Terry awhile in The Cotton King at the 
Adelphi in the spring of 1894. She also assisted in Mr. Tree’s farewell performances, 


MISS CARLOTTA ADDISON. 


Miss Cartorta Apprson is a daughter of the late Edward Phillips Addison, a well- 
known comedian associated with the younger Kean during his management of the 
Princess’s Theatre. As a girl, Miss Addison acted at Liverpool and Bristol. She made 
her first appearance in London on October 5, 1866, at the St. James’s Theatre, under 
Miss Herbert's management, as Lady F. Touchwood in a revival of The Belle’s Strata- 
gem. At the Royalty Theatre she appeared notably as Meg in Meg's Diversion; and 
as Jessie Grey in a three-act. drama, by Andrew Halliday, produced in February 1868. 
In the autumn of that year Miss Addison joined the Prince of Wales’s company, playing 
Maud Hetherington in a revival of Society. She was the Bella in the original production 
at this theatre of School on January 16, 1869; and the Ruth Daybrooke in M.P., first 
performed on April 23, 1870. After a short engagement at the Gaiety, Miss Addison went 
to the Globe Theatre, where on October 7, 1871, she played Fanny Smith in H. J. 
Byron’s comedy Partners for Life. In Albery’s Forgiven, produced here on March 9, 
1872, she was the Mrs, Redruth. She was the Mrs. Cuthbert in the revival of Cyril's 
Success, that followed; and the Peep in Mr. Albery’s Oriana, produced in February 
1873. At the Prince of Wales’s Theatre in April 1875 she played Nerissa in The 
Merchant of Venice; and at the Haymarket on October 2 she was the Ethel Grainger 
in Byron’s comedy Married in Haste, then produced. In 1876 Miss Addison married 
Mr. Charles La Trobe, and for some time appeared on the stage but little. At the 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre in 1877 she played Grace Harkaway in London Assurance ; 
and at the Haymarket on October 3, 1878, she appeared as Julia in The Rivals. 
She was the Cherry in « revival of Zhe Belles Stratagem at the Imperial on September 
22,1879. In Mabel, produced at the Olympic on October 16, 1880, she appeared as 
Mabel Ransome. During the next two years Miss Addison appeared at the Court 
Theatre—as the Countess d’Avranche in Honour, preduced on September 24, 1881 ; 
as Mazeppa in Boucicault’s Mimi, produced on November 7; and as Minnie Simpson 
in Engaged, revived on November 30. In My Little Girl, produced on February 15, 
1882, she was the Aunt Janet. When Moths was produced at the Globe Theatre on 
March 25, Miss Addison was the Lady Dolly Vanderdecken. At the Court Theatre 
on November 14 she was the Mrs. Mellon in ive & the Pieces, then produced ; 
and at the Court Theatre on December 16 played y Dexter in Comrades, then 
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produced, She was the Miss M‘Leod in Harvest, produced at the Princess’s Theatre 
on September 18, 1886. In 1887 she appeared on April 22 at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre as Madame Morozoff in Christina; and on July 12 as Lady Bellamy in Devil 
Caresfoot at the Vaudeville. When Sweet Lavender was produced at Terry’s Theatre 
on March 21, 1888, Miss Addison was the Ruth Rolt. In Dream Faces, produced at 
this theatre on the following November 1, she was the Aunt Margaret. In Husband 
and Wife, produced at the Criterion on April 30, 1890, Miss Addison was the 
Mrs. Greenthorne. She played Lady Muriel Beauclere in A Pantomime Rehearsal 
ut the Court Theatre on December 2, 1891. She was the Lady Carslow in The Fringe 
of Society, produced at the Criterion on April 30, 1892. In Uncle Mike, produced at 
Terry’s on the following December 8, she was the Lady Ingleby. In the revival of 
Captain Swift at the Haymarket in December 1893 she was the Mrs, Seabrook. She 
took part in the revival of Zhe Cape Mail at the Court Theatre on May 17, 1894. 





MISS ELINOR AICKIN, 


Miss Etinor Arckin became a member of the stock company conducted by Mr. E. D, 
Lyons at Dundee in 1866. Here she had the distinction of supporting Charles Kean on 
the occasion of his farewell visit to the town. Subsequently she accompanied Charles 
Dillon on a short tour, playing notably Lady Macbeth, Goneril, and Josephine in Werner. 
When Mr. Bellew read Hamlet, with a background of living pictures, at Liverpool, Miss 
Aickin was the Queen. In 1875 Miss Aickin was engaged by Mr. Sephton for Daphne, in 
Pygmalion and Galatea. She then played the Marquise in Diplomacy. Subsequently 
she visited America in the company of Mr. and Mrs. Bandmann. On her return to Eng- 
land Miss Aickin toured with Miss Ellen Terry during the autumn of 1880, appearing as 
Gady Matilda Vavasour in New Men and Old Acres. She played Lady Janet Roy in a 
tour of The New Magdalen, conducted by the Misses Herrick. With Mr. Calder’s Rip Van 
Winkle company she played the Dame, and with Miss Marie de Grey she appeared as 
‘Queen Elizabeth in Amy Robsart. When the Lyceum Romeo and Juliet was reproduced 
by a provincial touring company Miss Aickin was the Nurse. She joined Mr. Edward 
Compton’s company in 1884, and remained therewith until the spring of 1894. During 
this engagement Miss Aickin played Mrs. Malaprop, Mrs. Candour, and Mrs. Hardcastle 
at the Strand Theatre; and Miss Godfrey, in The Liar, and the Widow Warren, in The 
Road to Ruin, at the Opera Comique. Miss Aickin then became a member of Mr. J. R. 
Benson’s company. 


MR. G. W. ANSON, 


Mr. G. W. Anson is the son of a well-known actor, the late J. W. Anson. He was born 
in Montrose, N.B., November 25, 1847, and made his first appearance on the stage at 
the Theatre Royal, Edinburgh, in December 1865. Mr. Anson appeared at various 
important theatres in the provinces, and, with Mrs. John Wood, visited America. 
His London début was made at the Olympic Theatre, as Minadab in H. J. Byron’s 
Sour Grapes, on October 4, 1873. Atthe same theatre, in the following February, he 
played Verges in a revival of Much Ado About Nothing; and in March 1874 he played 
Seum Goodman in Clancarty, then produced. Mr, Anson was likewise in the original 
cast of The Two Orphans, produced at the Olympic Theatre on September 14, 1874, and of 
Mr, Albery’s comedy The Spendthrift, first performed in May 1875. He took part in re- 
vivals of The Ticket-of-Leave Man and of Henry Dunbar. In 1875-6 Mr. Anson was en- 
gaged at the Court Theatre, where he played Mousta in the first performance of 
Broken Hearts, and subsequently appeared as Bunter in a revival of New Men and Old 
Acres. In 1877-8 he had returned to the Olympic Theatre, and on June 10 of the 
latter year was in the original cast of Tom Taylor and Paul Merritt's domestic drama 
Love or Life. In April 1879 Mr. Anson appeared at the Haymarket Theatre in Mr. W. 
G. Wills’s unsuccessful comedy Ellen; or, Love's Cunning, subsequently revised by the 
author and reproduced at the same theatre under the title of Brag, After the with- 
drawal of Brag, Mr. Boucicault’s Life ¢f an Actress was revived, Mr. Anson being cast 
for the author's old part, Grimaldi. Subsequently, Mr. Anson was engaged at the 
Folly Theatre, playing yee in Another Drink, produced on July 12. When Mr. 
Wilson Barrett commenced his career as a London manager with a revival of Fernande 


at the Court Theatre on September 20, 1879, Mr. Anson was the Commander Jarbi. On 


October 16, in a comedy by Mr. Byron entitled Courtship, Mr, Anson played Phineas 
Gubbins. Ina revival of Zhe Old Love and the New on December 15, 1879, he was the 
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George Washington Phipps. On May 1, 1880, Madame Modjeska first appeared 
at the Court Theatre in Heartsease, and Mr. Anson was the Gaston Rieux. @ went 
to the Olympic for the production, on October 16, 1880, of a short-lived play entitled 
Mabel, and returned to the Court Theatre to play Michonnet when, on December 11, 
Madame Modjeska produced Adrienne Lecouvreur. On March 26, 1881, Madame 
Modjeska appeared as Juliet, and Mr. Anson doubled the parts of the Apothecary and 
Peter. In the production of Mr. Wills’s Juana on the following May 7 he was the 
Friar Philip. In Frou-Frou, produced on June 4, he was the Brigard, and in The 
Old Love and the New, revived on July 2, he again played George Washington Phipps. 
In the autumn of 1881 Mr. Anson appeared at the Royalty—as Jugurtha Brown in 
Out of the Hunt, produced on October 8, and as Sir J. Muggridge in Mr. Sydney 
Grundy’s play Dust, produced on November 12. He played Joe Vinton in The Manager, 
produced at the Court Theatre on February 15, 1882, and Mr. Ledger in The Parvenu, pro- 
duced there on April 8. In Mr. Sims’s comedy A Wise Child, produced at the Prince of 
Wales's Theatre, Liverpool, on July 31, 1882, Mr. Anson appeared as Ptolemy Timbs. 
He played Mr. Dominie in Wilkie Collins’s Rank and Riches, produced at the Adelphi 
on June 9, 1883, and Septimus Wragby in Mr. Henry Pettitt’s Spider’s Web, pro- 
duced at the Olympic on the following December1, Joining the company at the Prince's, 
now the Prince of Wales’s, Theatre, Mr. Anson played King Phanor in a revival of 
The Palace of Truth on January 18, 1894, and Dan Bradley in Breaking a Butterfly, 
produced on March 3. In the original production of The Private Secretary at this theatre 
on March 29 he was the Mr. Sidney Gibson. In Called Back, produced on June 20, 
1884, he was the Dr. Ceneri. In 1885 Mr. Anson went out to Australia, where he 
remained several years, playing, for instance, Posket in The Magistrate, the Dean 
in Dandy Dick, Spoftkins in Human Nature, Birkett in Betsy, Grumbleton in The 
Pickpocket, Eccles in Caste, Dunstan in Hazel Kirke, St. John in The Balloon, 
Gregory in A Pair of Spectacles, Forman in Dr. Bill, Bauer Hartfeldt in Jim the 
Penman, Fizzleton in WNita’s First, Middlewick in Our Boys, and Demetrius in 
The Red Lamp. On October 3, 1892, Mr. Anson appeared at Terry’s Theatre as 
William Woodcock in The Lucky Dog. He was the Drogo Pound in The Tempter, 
produced at the Haymarket on September 20, 1893. In An Old Jew, produced at 
the Garrick on January 26, 1894, he was the drunken journalist. He was the Eccles 
in the succeeding revival of Caste. Returning to the Haymarket, he appeared as 
Schwarz in A Bunch of Violets, produced on April 25. 


MISS VIOLET ARMBRUSTER. 


Miss Vioter Armpruster, who is a daughter of the well-known musician Mr. Carl 
Armbruster, made her first appearance on the stage at the German Atheneum in an 
amateur performance. She was so fortunate as to impress the Honourable Lewis 
Wingfield, then engaged in supervising Mrs. Langtry’s production of ds You Like It at 
the St. James’s Theatre. Here accordingly Miss Armbruster made her first professional 
appearance as Hymen on February 24, 1890. In Esther Sandraz, Mrs. Langtry’s next 
production, on May 3, Miss Armbruster was the Blanche. Meantime, she had played 
the Countess de Beauveau in a morning performance of Adrienne Lecouvreur at the 
Globe on February 25, and a maid servant in My Aunt’s Advice, an item in the 
Theatrical Fund Benefit performance at Drury Lane on March 17. In a morning per- 
formance for a charity, at the Haymarket, of Sugar and Cream, Miss Armbruster played 
Spruce. In the autumn she joined Mr. Terry's company, appearing on November 5 as 

rie in My Friend Jarlet. On November 22 Mr. Terry revived Jn Chancery, in which 
Miss Armbruster played Walker. She accompanied Mr. Terry on a tour of the 
provinces. On May 11, 1891, at Terry's Theatre, a short series of morning perform- 
ances of Ibsen’s Lady from the Sea began, with Miss Armbruster as Bolotte. Then she 
joined a provincial touring company, playing Mrs. Beaumont in Uncle; Mary Melrose, 
in Our Boys; Mildred and Alice, in Blow for Blow; and Lottie, in Two Roses. Joining 
the Comedy Theatre company, Miss Armbruster appeared as Violet Bunbury in Godpapa, 
produced on October 22. She was the Helene in The Grey Mare, produced on January 
23, 1892, and the Kate Cunliffe in Lady Fortune, revived on February 18. In the 
revival of Jane, on April 1, she played Lucy Norton. She was the Mabel Deakin in 
The Widow, produced on April 21; the Stella in The Home-Coming, produced on July 4; 
and the Edith Marsland in a revival of The Private Secretary, on July 4. Miss 
Armbruster played Felicia Umfraville, in Mr. Willard’s revival of The Middleman, at 
the Comedy, on June 16. In The Wrong Girl, produced at the Strand on November 21, 
she appeared as Gladys Gordon. 
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MR. RUTLAND BARRINGTON. 


Mx. Rurranp Barrineton was born at Penge on January 15, 1853. He made his 
first professional appearance ut the Olympic Theatre on September 1, 1874, as Sir 
George Barelay in Clancarty. In the immediate production of The Two Orphans he 
appeared as La Fleur. During 1875 Mr. Barrington took part with Miss Emily 
Faithful in an entertainment at the Egyptian Hall, and subsequently joined Mrs. 
Howard Paul in her entertainment, with which he travelled during two years. When 
The Sorcerer was produced at the Opera Comique on November 17, 1877, Mr. Barrington 
was the Dr. Daly. Inthe meantime he had been associated with Mr. D'Oyly Carte 
almost uninterruptedly. He was the Captain Corcoran in H.M.S. Pinafore, produced 
on May 25, 1878. In The Pirates of Penzance, produced on April 3, 1880, Mr. Barrington 
was the Sergeant of Police; in Patience, produced on April 23, 1881, the Archibald 
Grosvenor ; in Jolanthe, produced on November 25, 1882, the scene of Mr. D’Oyly Carte’s 
operations having meantime, on October 10, 1888, been removed from the Opera Comique 
to the Savoy, he was the “ Earl of Mountserrat ; in Princess Ida, produced on January 5, 
1884, he was the King Hildebrand; in The Sorcerer, revived on October 11, 1884, he 
resumed his old part, Dr. Daly ; in The Mikado, produced on March 14, 1885, he was 
the “ Pooh-Bah” ; in Ruddigore, produced on January 22, 1887, he played Sir Despard. 
Mr. Barrington temporarily relapsed into the drama when, on December 14, 1887, he 
took part ina morning performance of The Calth Case at the Vaudeville. The 
Pirates of Penzance was revived at the Savoy on March 17, 1888, Mr. Barrington 
playing his old part, the Sergeant. For a benefit, at the Lyceum, on March 21, he 
oe as Chrysos, the art patron, in Pygmalion and Galatea. On March 23, Tu 
the Death, his own version of Mr. Barnes of New York, was produced at the Olympic, 
Mr. Barrington himself playing Barnes. On April 26 he took part in the morning 
performance, at the Avenue, of a duologue entitled Trespassers Beware! In the autumn 
of 1888 Mr. Barrington, having in the meantime severed his connection with the Savoy, 
became the manager of the St. James’s Theatre, where, on October 13, he produced The 
Dean’s Daughter, himself playing the Dean ; and on November 29, Brantinghame Hall, 
in which he played Mr. Thursby. The Yeomen of the Guard, which was produced 
on October 3, is the only opera of the Savoy series in the cast of which Mr. Barrington’s 
name does not appear. He returned for the production of The Gondoliers, in which he 
played Giuseppe Palmieri, on December 7, 1889. In The Nautch Girl, produced on 
June 30, 1891, he was the Rajah. In The Vicar of Bray, revived on January 28, 1892, 
having been originally produced at the Globe on July 22, 1882, Mr. Barrington was the 
Vicar. On February 1 his play Bartonmere Towers was tentatively performed at the 
Savoy, Mr. Barrington playing Sir James Hanbury. In Haddon Hall, produced on 
September 24, he was the Rupert Vernon. In Jane Annie, produced on May 13, 1893, 
Mr. Barrington played a Proctor. In Utopia (Limited), produced on the following 
October 7, he was the King Paramount. He played Dr. Brierley in The Gaiety Girl in 
January, and subsequently replaced Mr. Monkhouse at Daly’s Theatre. In His 
Excellency, produced at the Lyric on October 27, he was the Regent. 


MR. JOHN BEAUCHAMP. 


Mr. Joun Beavcuamp made his first appearance on the stage five-and-twenty years ago, 
at the Theatre Royal, Greenwich. For some time he acted in the provinces, coming to 
London to play Hawes, in a revival of Jt’s Never Too Late to Mend, at the Prineess’s 
Theatre, in 1879. In Drink, produced on June 2 of that year, he was the Poisson; 
and he took part in the succeeding revival of Zhe Streets of London, He was a member 
of the company supporting Mr. Edwin Booth at the opening of the new Princess’s 
Theatre in 1880. in Branded, produced there on April 2, 1881, he played Monsieur 
Leseque. After a short tour with Mr. Henry Neville, Mr. Beauchamp returned to the 
Princess’s for the production of Zhe Lights o’ London, on September 10, 1881, playing 
Marks. In The Romany Rye, produced on June 10, 1882, he was the Goliath Lee, 
and in The Silver King, produced on the following November 16, he was the Mr. Parkyn. 
Mr. Beauchamp shortly went to the Adelphi for a revival of The Streets of London, and 
took part in the production of Jn the Ranks, at the same theatre, on October 6, 1883. He 
made a notable hit as the aristocratic old man in The Silver Shield, produced during the 
spring of 1885. Joining the Drury Lane company, Mr. Beauchamp was the Mr, Copsley, 
in 4 Rum of Luck, produced on August 28, 1886. He played Richard Morland in 
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Jack-in-the-Bowx, produced at the Strand on February 7, 1887. In the tentative perform- 
ance of Her Trustee at the Vaudeville, on March 2, 1887, he was the Stephen Peake; 
and in the tentative performance of The Witch at the Princess’s-on April 26, he played 
Simeon. He was the John Winslade in the tentative production of Obed Snow's 
Philanthropy, at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, on July 11. Then he returned to the 
Adelphi, where, in The Bells of Haslemere, produced on July 28, he was the Joseph 
Thorndyke. In The Calthorpe Case, tentatively produced at the Vaudeville on Decem- 
ber 14, he played Yorke. In The Dean's Daughter, produced at the St. James's 
Theatre on October 13, 1888, Mr. Beauchamp was the Sir Henry Craven. During 
1890 he toured with Mr. Albert Chevalier in an entertainment, but he appeared at the 
Comedy on May 8 as Sir Richard Arlingford in the tentative performance of 4 Modern 
Marriage, and at the Shaftesbury on November 24 in the tentative production of My 
Lady Help. In Private Inquiry, produced at the Strand on January -7, 1891, Mr. Beau- 
champ played Buckleigh. He was the General Baltic in a revival of Turned Up at 
this theatre on February 14. In Our Daughters, produced here on April 15, he was the 
Richard Mayhew. In Handfast, produced at the Shaftesbury on May 16, Mr. Beau- 
champ played the family lawyer, Mr. Barnard. In the tentative performance at this 
house on June 25 of Jasper’s Revenge he played the Earl of Denesbrock. In The 
Scapegoat, produced at the Globe on July 7, Mr. Beauchamp played Dr. Marsden. He 
was the Lorenz in a morning performance of Leah at the Princess’s on November 19. 
In Strathlogan, produced at the Princess's on June 9, 1892, Mr. Beauchamp played 
Colonel Desmond. He was the Colonel Hood in David, produced at the Garrick on 
November 7. Mr. Beauchamp appeared as the Hon. Roger Minchin in The Amazons, 
produced at the Court Theatre on March 7, 1893. On October 27 he took part in the 
eee under the auspices of the Independent Theatre Society, of a very lugubrious 

ma entitled A Question of Memory. In The New Boy, produced at the Vaudeville 
on February 22, 1894, he played Dr. Candy. 


MISS JESSIE BOND. 


Miss Jess1x Bonp was born in London, but her family removed to Liverpool during 
her infancy. At eight years of age she promised to become a prodigious pianist, but she 
afterwards devoted herself to singing, and assisted at local performances. Then she 
came to London, studied at the Academy under Emanuel Garcia and Mr. J. B. Welch, 
and made her first appearance as Hebe, in H.M.S. Pinafore, at the Opera Comique on 
May 25, 1878. Miss Bond shortly afterwards went to America, where she was the 
original Edith in The Pirates of Penzance, produced in New York on December 31, 1879, 
a little in advance of the London production. Returning to England, Miss Bond played 
Lady Angelain Patience, first performed at the Opera Comique on May 23, 1881, and 
for the space of ten years continued a member of Mr. D’Oyly Carte’s company. She 

layed the name part in Jolanthe, produced at the Savoy Theatre on November 25, 1882 ; 
Melissa in Princess Ida; produced on January 5, 1884; Constance in The Sorcerer, 
revived on October 11, 1884; Pitti-Sing in The Mikado, produced on March 14, 1885; 
Mad Margaret in Ruddigore, produced on January 22, 1887; Edith in The Pirates of 
Penzance, revived on March 17, 1888; Phebe Meryll in The Yeomen of the Guard, pro- 
duced on October 13, 1888; Tessa in The Gondoliers, produced on December 7, 1889; 
and Chinna Loofah in The Nautch Girl, produced on June 30, 1891. Meantime Miss 
Bond played Marie in After All, a first piece by Mr. Frank Desprez and Mr. Alfred 
Cellier, proinced at the Savoy in December 1879; Maud Charteris in To the Death, an 
adaptation by Mv. Rutland Barrington of Mr. Barnes of New York, produced at the 
Olympic on the afternoon of March 23, 1888; and Sophie Burchill in Locked In, a 
musical comedy by Walter Frith, produced at the Savoy on the afternoon of May 28, 
1889. With Mr. Barrington Miss Jessie Bond has occasionally taken part in drawing- 
room entertainments. Since she left the Savoy Miss Bond’s appearances have been short 
and far between. She played Murthain Ma Mie Rosette, produced at the Globe on 
November 17, 1892; Molly in Poor Jonathan, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatro 
on June 15, 1893; and Nellie in Miami, an operatic version of The Green Bushes, pro- 
duced at the Princess’s Theatre on October 16, 1893. Ina revival of Pickwick at the 
Trafalgar Square Theatre on December 13, she played Mrs. Bardell. She was the Helen 
Tapeleigh in Go-Bang, produced at the Trafalgar Square Theatre on March 10, 1894, and 
the Nanna in His Excellency, produced at the Lyric Theatre on October 27. 
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MR. ARTHUR BOURCHIER. 


Mr. Artur Bovrcuter, who had a great reputation as an amateur, made his first pro- 
fessional appearance with Mrs. Langtry’s company during her provincial tour in the 
autumn of 1889, playing Jaques in 4s You Like It, also appearing in Esther Sandraz, 
*Twixt Axe'and Crown, The Honeymoon, and Clancarty. On February 24, 1890, Mr. 
Bourchier made his first appearance in London at the St. James’s Theatre as Jacques ; 
and on May 3 following played Oliver Deschamps in Hsther Sandraz. During his own 
short management of the St. James’s Theatre Mr. Bourchier appeared on June 26, 1890, 
as Jack Doryll in Your Wife, adapted by Mr. Justin M‘Carthy from the French Préte- 
moi ta Femme. On July 4 he played Kit Marlowe, at the Shaftesbury, in the original 
production, for a charity, of Mr. Courtney’s play ; and on July 10 he played Brigaud in 
a morning performance, for a charity, of Frou-Frou. Subsequently he toured with Miss 
Fortescue. He was the Charles Courtley in the Criterion revival of London Assurance, 
on November 27. On February 18, 1891, Mr. Bourchier played Jack Selwyn in The 
Yorkshire Lass, then produced tentatively by Miss Eastlake. On April 1, in the revival 
of School for Scandal at the Criterion, he was the Joseph Surface. In the following autumn 
Mr. Bourchier joined Mr. Alexander's company at the St. James’s Theatre, appearing on 
November 7 as Norman in Lord Anerley, and on December 30as the Hon. Reginald Earle in 
Forgiveness. On March 10, 1892, Mr. Bourchier appeared at the Shaftesbury Theatre in 
Mr. Richards, of which he was the part author, and on May 3, at the Lyric Theatre, he 
took part inthe performance of Lady Violet Greville’s play, Nadia. Then Mr. Bourchier 
went to America as a member of Mr. Daly’s company. He returned to England for the 
opening of Daly’s Theatre on June 27, 1893, and during the season appeared notably in 
Phe Foresters and School for Scandal. Having completed his engagement with Mr. Daly, 
Mr. Bourchier went to the Garrick, where he was the Lord Glosmere in the revival of 
Money on May 19. He then appeared as Lord Desborough in the production of The Derby 
Winner, on September 15. Mr. Bourchier is the author of Good-Bye, adapted from Jean 
Marie, and produced by the Old Stagers at Canterbury on August 1, 1889, and of A 
Woman's Tears, adapted from Les Femmes qui pleurent, and produced at the Comedy on 
June 27, 1890. 


MISS ROSINA BRANDRAM. 


Miss Rostwa Branpram made her first appearance at the Opera Comique in 1877, as 
Lady Sangazure, in succession to Mrs, Howard Paul, in The Sorcerer. Then she went to 
America for the production of The Pirates of Penzance. When Patience was produced it 
was preceded by a little piece entitled Mock Turtles, in which Miss Brandram played Mrs, 
Bowcher. In Princess Ida, produced on January 5, 1884, she was the Lady Blanche. In 
The Mikado, produced on March 14, 1885, she was the Katisha. Miss Brandram played 
Dame Hannah in Ruddigore, produced on January 22, 1887, and in The Yeomen of the 
Guard, produced on October 3, 1888, appeared as Dame Carruthers, In The Gondoliers, 
sentuend on December 7, 1889, she was the Duchess of Plaza Toro. In The Nautch Girl, 
produced on June 30, 1891, Miss Brandram did not appear; but in Captain Billy, a 
first-piece, produced on September 24, she was the Widow Jackson. The Vicar of Bray, 
produced on January 28, 1892, saw Miss Brandram again in the programme, and in 
Haddon Hall, produced on September 24, she appeared as Lady Vernon. In Jane Annie, 
produced on May 13, 1893, Miss Brandram was the Miss Sims, and in Utopia (Limited), 
produced on October 7, 1893, she was the Lady Sophy. In Mirette, produced on July 3, 
1894, she was the Marquise. Meanwhile, in a revival of Pinafore, she played Little 
Buttercup, and in a revival of The Pirates of Penzance was the Ruth. 


MR. MATHEW BRODIE. 


Mr. Matuew Bronte, who was born in 1863, is the son of an Edinburgh architect. 
In his boyhood he was the leading soprano at St. Peter's Church, Edinburgh. Mr. Brodie 
was articled to the tea trade, but abandoned it in order to join Mr. Charles Collette’s 
company. His next engagement was with Messrs, Roberts and Archer, whose leading 
man he eventually became. With the Majiltons Mr. Brodie appeared in farcical comedy 
and burlesque; with Mr. Walter Bentley’scompany he had an experience of the legitimate, 
and with Mr. Hubert O’Grady of the Irish drama. Mr. Brodie was leading man during 
a three months’ stock season in Manchester. With Miss Marie de Grey he travelled 
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through India and Australia, appearing, notably, in a series of “old comedies.” His return 
to England was commemorated by a performance of Claude Melnotte at a Vaudeville 
matinee, and then heaccompanied Miss Marie de Grey on a provincial tour. After a 
season at the Crystal Palace with Mr. Oscar Barrett, Mr. Brodie‘played Tom Jones in 
the provincial production of Sophia. He appeared in Mr. Barnes of New York, produced 
at the Olympic on May 16, 1888, having been previously tried at a matinée, and then 
joined Miss Wallis’s company for the opening of the Shaftesbury Theatre on October 20, 
1888, playing Silvius in As You Like Jt. Mr. Brodie understudied Mr. Forbes Robertson 
in The Profligate, produced at the Garrick Theatre on April 24, 1889. With Mrs. Langtry 
he appeared on tour; also during her season at the St. James’s in the spring of 1890, 
again appearing as Silvius. He was engaged simultaneously at Toole’s in a blank verse 
trifle entitled Jsalda. In Standfast, revived at the Shaftesbury on May 16, 1891, he was 
the Duke. With Miss Fortescue Mr. Brodie played notably Corréze in Moths, and with 
The Still Alarm company he played Jack Manley. In an emergency he tvok the place of 
Mr. Ramsey Danvers in the pantomime at the Theatre Royal, Manchester, 1891-92. At 
the Parkhurst Theatre Mr. Brodie appeared as Pygmalion ; and with Miss Cissy Grahame 
he played Allen Rollit, in Woodbarrow Farm, and Davy Garrick. He appeared in The 
White Rose, produced at the Adelphi on April 23, 1892. Mr. Brodie accompanied the 
Kendals on tour; played in farcical comedy under the management of Mr. Edouin; and 
appeared as Lord Clivebrooke in The Bauble Shop, on tour. 





MISS FANNY BROUGH. 


Miss Fanny Broven is a daughter of the late Robert Brough. She entered the 
theatrical profession in 1869, being then a girl in her teens, as a member of Mr. Charles 
Calvert's company, at the Prince’s Theatre, Manchester, remaining two years, and once 
playing Ophelia to the Hamlet of Barry Sullivan. Miss Brough made her first 
appearance in London at the St. James’s Theatre on October 15, 1870, as Fernande, 
subsequently appearing at the same theatre as Fanny Parkhurst in the production of 
Albery’s Two Thorns, and as the heroine in T. W. Robertson’s unfortunate play War. 
Miss Brough appeared in several of the comedies produced by Mrs. John Wood during 
that lady’s management of the St. James’s Theatre. In the provinces she played leading 

rts with Mr. R. Younge’s Caste company. Then, returning to London, she was the 
lara Douglas in Mr. Bancroft’s first revival of Money. At the Gaiety Miss Brough 
supported Mr, Toole and Charles Mathews during their engagements with Mr. John 
Hollingshead. She became a member of Mr. Sefton’s provincial Pygmalion and Galatea 
company, and subsequently of Mr. W. Duck’s Our Boys company. On February 2, 1880, 
Miss Brough appeared at the Duke’s Theatre, Holborn, as Milly Smith in Forced from 
Home; and on March 13, at the same theatre, ina revival of Zhe Battle of the Heart, as 
Florence. In The World, produced at Drury Lane on July 31, she was the Ned 
Owen. For a long time Miss Brough appeared in the provinces, playing, notably, 
Fuchsia Leach in Moths, and Petrella in Woman and the Law. On June 15, 1885, 
she played Edith Verein A True Story Told in Two Cities, then produced at Drury 
Lane. On September 18, 1886, Miss Brough appeared as Norah Fitzgerald in Harvest, 
then yeadueel at the Princess’s Theatre. In The Lodgers, produced at the Globe on 
January 18, 1887, she played Mrs. Muggridge. Miss Brough was the Mary Goodwin 
in Her Trustee, produced at the Vaudeville on March 2; and the Penelope in a revival 
of The Snowball at the Globe on March 14. She went to the Gaiety to play Nellie 
in Mrs. Brown-Potter’s production of Civil War on June 27. In Devil Caresfoot, pro. 
duced at the Vaudeville on July 12, Miss Brough was the Mrs. Carr. In Pleasure, 
first played at Drury Lane on September 3, she was the Geraldine Vanderfelt. She 
subsequently appeared in morning performances of Fettered Freedom at the Vaudeville on 
September 20, of A Mare’s Nest at the Globe on November 17, and of The Calthorpe Case 
at the Vandeville on December 14. Miss Brough’s next engagement was at the St. 
James’s Theatre, where on April 9, 1888, she appeared as Maud in a revival of The 
Wife's Secret, and on May 28 as the Baronne de Prefont in a revival of The Zronmaster. 
Meantime, on May 14, 1888, she appeared as Mary in Little Lord Fauntleroy, then 
produced at Terry's, at a morning performance. On April 13, 1889, Little Lerd 
Fauntleroy was put into the evening bill at the Opera Comique, preceded by Her Own 
Rival, in which also Miss Rrough appeared. On May 29 she played Mrs. Abbey in a 
morning performance of The Scarecrow at the Strand. At the Prince of Wales’s Theatre 
on June 13, 1889, Miss Brough played Mrs. Silvester in the tentative performance of 
Our Flat, and at the same theatre on July 18 she was the Cicely in the tentative per- 
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formance of Marjorie. On September 23 Miss Brough returned to Drury Lane to appear 
as Patty Woodroffe in The Royal Oak, and on December 18 she was the Letty 
Lightfoot. in Master and Man, then played for the first time in London at the Princess's. 
In Dr. Bill, produced at the Avenue on February 1, 1890, Miss Brough was the Mrs. 
Horton. She played the Baronne de Cambri in a morning performance of Frou-Frou 
on July 10 at the St. James's, and on September 6 returned te Drury Lane to play 
Hettie Nestledown in A Million of Money, then produced. On March 28, 1891, Miss 
Brough appeared as Mrs. Opdyke in The Henrietta, then first played in England at the 
Avenue, She played Maud ina morning performance of Our Angels at the Vaudeville 
on March 3, When The Late Lamented was transferred from the Court to the Strand 
Theatre on August 1 Miss Brough assumed the part of Mrs. Stuart Cross. On 
September 5 she returned to Drury Lane for the production of the autumn melodrama 
A Sailor's Knot, in which she was the Margery Briarwood. In The Tvmes, produced 
at Terry's Theatre on October 24, Miss Brough was the Mrs. Egerton Bompas, and in 
the subsequent revival of Zhe Magistrate on April 13, 1892, she was the Mrs. Posket. 
In The ig om Daughter, produced at Drury Lane on September 17, 1892, she appeared 
as Dorcas Gentle. At the Trafalgar Square Theatre on February 4, 1893, Miss 
Brough appeared as Lottie Singleton in The Cownty Councillor, and on July 1, at 
the Adelphi, as Lottie Bromley in 4 Woman's Revenge. She was the heroine of Mrs. 
Othello, produced at Toole’s Theatre on November 11, and of Mrs. Dexter, produced at the 
Strand on February 28, 1894. She played Bessie Barton in The Little Squire, produced 
at the Lyric on April 5 for a series of morning performances. ° 





MR. SIDNEY BROUGH. 


Mr, Sipney Broveu is the son of Mr. Lionel Brough, and has been on the stage since 
1885, a good deal of his early experience having been gained in the provinces. In 
February 1887 he took part in a performance of She Stoops to Conquer, under the 
direction of Miss Kate Vaughan, at the Opera Comique. In the following June he 
appeared as Lieutenant de Bresser in Mrs. Brown-Potter’s production of Civil War at 
the Gaiety, and in August he was the Charles Middlewick in Mr. Wyndham’s revival of 
Our Boys at the Criterion. He took part in the morning performance of Miss Clo Graves’s 
lugubrious piece Nitocris at Drury Lane in November, and in the production of The 
Circassian at the Criterion during the same month. In December Mr. Wyndham revived 
The Two Roses, and Mr. Brough was the Jack Wyatt. He was in the cast of Why 
Women Weep, produced at the Criterion in January 1888, and played Dick Leigh in 
Held Asunder, Miss Helen Barry’s farewell production at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, in 
April 1888. When Mr. Hare opened the Garrick Theatre Mr. Brough was engaged for 
two years. In The Profligate, first played on April 24, 1889, he was the Wilfred 
Brudenell. In La Tusca, first played in November 1889, he was the Trevillac ; and he 

layed Dick in A Pair of Spectacles, produced on February 22, 1890. He appeared in 

rs. Bancroft’s little piece A Riverside Story, produced at the Haymarket on the morning 
of May 22, 1890. In The Honourable Herbert, produced at the Vaudeville on December 
22, 1891, he was the Honourable Harold Doring. In Robin Goodfellow, proiuced at the 
Garrick on January 5, 1893, he was the Stanley Trevenion; and in A Trip to Chicago, 
produced at the Vaudeville on August 5, he played Mr. Herbert Parke. In Sowing the 
Wind, produced at the Comedy on September 30, 1893, he was the new Annesley. He was 
the Sir Harry Chase in Dick Sheridan, produced on February 3, 1894. In The Foundling, 
produced at Terry’s Theatre on August 30, he played Dick Pennel. 





MR. ALFRED BUCKLAW, 


Durine the early of his career Mr. Alfred Bucklaw was mostly engaged in the 
provinces. Notably, he played the Spider in the first provincial tour of The Silver King, 
and subsequently, for a long time, the name-part; Harold Armitage, in The Lights of 
London, and Jack Yeulett, in Hoodman Blind, were also in his repertory. In Mr, 
Buchanan’s version of “ Le Maitre des Forges,” entitled Lavy Clare, and produced at the 
Globe on April 11, 1883, Mr. Bucklaw played John Middleton. He was the Algernon 
Balfour in Mrs. Bernard Beere’s production of As In a Looking-Glass, at the Opera 
Comique on May 16, 1887, and afterwards toured the provinces in this part. In Mr. 
Pettitt’s Hands Across the Sea, produced at the Princess’s Theatre on March 16, 1888, 
having been first played at Manchester, Mr. Bucklaw was the Count Paul de Renal. At 
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the termination of this engagement he went to Australia to fulfil a long engagement as 
leading man with Messrs. Williamson, Garner, and Musgrove. Mr. Bucklaw played 
Frank Musgrove, in Mr. Buchanan's production of Sweet Nancy, at the Lyric on July 12, 
1890. In The Struggle for Life, produced at the Avenue Theatre on September 25, 1890, 
Mr. Bucklaw was the Vedrine. He accompanied the Kendals to America on the occasion 
of their last visit. In Mr. Louis Parker's play David, played at the Garrick on Novem- 
ber 7, 1892, Mr. Bucklaw was the Gilliatt Grenfell, and in Zagle Jor, produced at the 
Princess's Theatre on December 26, he was the Luke Gregory. In Frog, produced at 
the Royalty on October 30, 1893, he played Paul Deville; and he was the artist-hero of 
Dr. Todhunter's play, The Black Cat, produced at the Opera Comique, under the auspices 
of the Independent Theatre, in December. In Miss Annie Rose's production of A Gauntlet, 
at the Royalty Theatre, on Saturday, January 20, 1894, Mr. Bucklaw played Hoff. He 
appeared as the Hon; Henry Meredith in The Transgressor, produced at the Court on 
January 27. Mr. Bucklaw has written several little pieces, notably Baby's Birthday, 
which attracted favourable notice. 


MR. WILLIAM CALVERT. 


Mr. Witi1am Catvert, the director of the Cowper-Calvert company, is a son of the 
late Mr. Charles Calvert. Mr, William Calvert adopted the profession of an actor in 1877 
afd for three years appeared in the provinces. Mr. Calvert obtained an engagement at 
the Lyceum in 1880, and there he played small parts for some twelve months. In the 
spring of 1881 Mr. Compton organised his comedy company, and Mr. Calvert joined him, 
appearing, during a long engagement, in such parts as Harry Dornton, Captain Abselute, 
Dick Dowlas, Joseph Surface, Captain Dudley Smooth, and the Hon. Tom Tallyhaut. 
Mr. Calvert was with the Compton company during its season at the Strand Theatre in 
1884-5. He joined Mr. Terry's provincial touring company shortly after it had been burned 
out of the Grand Theatre, Derby, 1886, and was associated with him on and off during 
the next six years, playing such parts as Lord Leadenhall, in The Rocket; Captain 
M ‘Cafferty, in Jn Chancery; and Mr. Bearder, in the original production of The Church- 
warden at Newcastle in October 1886. Mr. Calvert was a member of the company with 
which Terry’s Theatre was opened in October 1887. During 1888 he played Gerald 
Anstruther in Mr. Barnes of New York, on tour. Then he proceeded to Australia to 
fulfil an engagement there. Shortly after his return to England he rejoined Mr. Terry, 
appearing as Sir Joseph Pendlecoop in the original production of Cudprits at Liverpool 
on August 29, 1890. Then he produced, at the Theatre Royal, Liverpool, on October 6, 
1890, his adaptation of Charles Gibbons’s novel “ For the King,” originally called Blanche 
Farreau, but now known as Life and Honour. With Miss Fortescue’s company, in the 
spring of 1891, Mr. Calvert played Mercutio, Pygmalion, and Sir Thomas Clifford; and in 
the autumn rejoined Mr. Terry. Then he formed the Cowper-Calvert company, which has 
been in existence, with intermissions, for two years, and has at various times included in 
its repertory The Hunchback, Twelfth Night, The Busybody, The Country Girl, Faint 
Heart Never Won Fair Lady, The Lady of Lyons, Ingomar, Camiile, School for Scandal, 
and Life and Honour. On December 8, 1892, Mr. Calvert appeared as Sir Richard 
Ingleby in Mr. Terry’s production of Uncle Mike, and subsequently played Colonel 
Lukyn in a revival of The Magistrate. 





MRS. PATRICK CAMPBELL. 


Mrs. Parrick Campprit had had some experience as an amateur before she 
became a professional actress. Notably, she took part in an amateur performance of Jn 
His Power. Then she toured for twelve weeks with Bachelors; and played Rachel 
Denison in Tares, under the management of Mrs. Bandmann-Palmer. She regards her 
engagement with Mr. Ben Greet as the true beginning of her professional career. With 
his company she took part in such interesting performances as A Midsummer Night's 
Dream, Love's Labour's Lost, and Twelfth Night; she also played Rosalind rather 
frequently, and appeared in Mr. Louis Parker’s plays, Love in a Mist and A Buried 
Talent. The last-named play was tried at the Vaudeville in the afternoon of June 5, 
1890. On June 18, 1891, Mrs. Campbell appeared at the Shaftesbury as Rosalind, in a 
morning performance of As You Like It, organised for her exploitation. Then she 
went to the Adelphi, where, on August 1, 1891, she played Astrea, in The Trumpet Call. 
In The White Rose, produced on April 23, 1892, Mrs, Campbell was the Elizabeth 
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Cromwell. She played Tress Purvis in The Lights of Home, produced on July 30. The 
last piece in which she appeared at the Adelphi was The Black Domino, produced 
on April 1, 1893. In this she was the Clarice Berton. Proceeding to the St. James's 
Theatre, Mrs. Campbell appeared there as the Second Mrs. Tanqueray, on May 27, and as 
Dulcie Larondie, in The Masqueraders, produced on April 28, 1894. Mrs. Campbell 
joined the Haymarket company for the production of John-a-Dreams on November 8, 
playing Kate Cloud. 





MR. MURRAY CARSON. 


Mr. S. Murray Carson began his professional career in the ranks at the Princess’s 
Theatre some ten years ago, under the management of Mr. Wilson Barrett, who had the 
idea of making supernumeraries dramatic students. Eventually Mr. Carson was pro- 
moted to play small parts. In The Lord Harry, produced on February 18, 1886, he was 
the Captain Valentine Damerel. He played Atys, in Clito, produced on May 1, and sub- 
sequently accompanied Mr. Barrett to America. In The Golden Ladder, produced at the 
Globe on December 22, 1887, he appeard as Rao, and in The Ben-My-Chree, produced at 
the Princess’s on May 17, he was - Ned Teare. In Good Old Times, produced at the 
Princess's Theatre on February 12, 1889, Mr. Carson was the Parson Langley, and in 
Nowadays, produced on February 28, he made a notable hit as the rascally jockey. 
Various parts in Mr. Barrett's repertory were then assigned to the young actor, Corkett, 
in The Silver King, and the Tetrarch, in Claudian, being among his more successful im- 
personations. After leaving Mr. Barrett Mr. Carson joined Miss Grace Hawthorne, with 
whom, on August 1, 1891, he appeared at the New Olympic as Justinian, in Zheodora, 
then revived. On August 15, having meantime become lessee of the New Olympic, Mr. 
Carson produced there his farce entitled Two in the Bush, in which he played Major 
Frere. On September 10 A Royal Divorce was produced at the New Olympic, Mr. Carson 
playing pee Becoming lessee of the Globe Theatre, Mr. Carson produced Gloriana 
there on November 10, and on February 18, 1892, he produced Mr. Louis Parker's A 
Bohemian, Mr. William Poel’s production of The Duchess of Malfi at the Opera Comique 
on October 21 afforded Mr. Carson a fine opportunity as Bosola. On the following 
November 7 he played Dr. Wendover, in David, written by him in conjunction with Mr. 
Parker, and produced at the Garrick Theatre. In Flight, produced at Terry’s Theatre 
on February 16, 1893, Mr. Carson played Ralph Sargent. When Miss Janette Steer 
assumed the management of Terry's Theatre Mr. Carson was a member of her company, 
and in An American Bride, with which, on October 11, she began her season, he appeared 
as Jack Hilliard. But An American Bride was quickly replaced on November 10 by 
Gudgeons, in the authorship of which Mr. Carson was once more associated with Mr. 
Louis Parker. In this Mr. Carson played the American adventurer Silas B. Hooper. 
Mr. Carson played Issachar on a tour of Hypatia. In The Fatal Card, produced at the 
Adelphi on September 6, 1894, Mr. Carson played George Marable. He is part author, 
with Mr. Parker, of the Blue Boar, produced at Liverpool on August 31. 


MR. LAURENCE CAUTLEY. 


Mr. Laurence Cavuttey studied law for a time, and then, some fifteen years ago, 
joined Miss Litton’s company. Subsequently he appeared at the Globe. When Mr. 
Tree produced The Red Lamp at the Comedy Theatre on April 20, 1887, Mr. Cautley 
appeared as Prince Alexis. On May 17 he took part in a morning performance of Moths 
at the Vaudeville, playing Corréze, in which character he had previously appeared in the 
provinces. On the following June 28, at the Princess’s, he appeared as Saverny in 
Marion de Lorme, then tentatively produced. In Partners, produced at the Haymarket 
on January 5, 1888, Mr. Cautley was the Charles Derwentwater. He appeared as 
Fréderi in the tentative production of The Love that Kills at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre on January27. In Cupid's Messenger, produced at the Haymarket on February 9, 
Mr. Cautley was the Sir Philip Sidney. He played Cassio to the Iago of Mr. Tree and 
the Desdemona of Mrs. Tree at the Haymarket for a charity on March 7. At the: 
Vaudeville, on April 28, Mr. Cautley played Tom Carsdale in the tentative production of 
A Crooked Mile; and in Woodbarrow Farm, first played at the Comedy on the morning 
of June 18, he was the Luke Cranbourne. In Conscience, produced at the Vaudeville on 
the morning of July 17, Mr. Cautley appeared as Mark Hargreaves. Then he joined the 
company at the Adelphi, and in The Union Jack, produced on July 19, appeared as

Lieutenant Stanley. On November 25 The Love that Kills was proluced at the 
Princess's, and Mr. Cautley resumed his original character. In Mrs. Langtry’s produe- 
tion of Esther Sandraz at Wolverhampton on September 9, 1889, Mr. Cautley was the 
Henri Vandelle. In the tentative production of Quicksands at the Comedy on February 18, 
1890, he was the Geoffrey Liston. During Mrs. Langtry’s seasom at the St. James’s 
Theatre Mr. Cautley appeared as Orlando (on February 24), and under Mr. Bourchier’s 
management of this theatre he appeared as Dick Fitzroy in Old Friends, produced on 
June 25. In August following Mr. Cautley sailed for Australia, to appear as Harry 
O’Mailley in The English Rose. In A Trip to Chicago, produced at the Vaudeville on 
September 5, 1893, he was the Mr. Benjamin Brewster. During the next autumn Mr. 
Cautley toured with Mr. Comyns Carr's Sowing the Wind company, playing Ned 
Annesley. 





MISS FLORENCE COWELL. 


Miss Fiorence Cowe tt is the youngest daughter of the renowned Sam Cowell. She 
began her theatrical career as a child actress at the Prince of Wales's Theatre, Liverpool, 
under the management of Mr. Alexander Henderson. Her first important engagement 
was in the early Seventies, with Mr. Charles Wyndham, with whom she travelled in the 
States, playing in the Robertsonian comedies. On her return to England she toured with 
Mr, ved | Mrs. Billington, with Mr. Joseph Eldred and with the Shakspearian companies 
directed by Mr. John Dewhurst and Mr. Walter Bentley. She fulfilled stock engage- 
ments at the Theatre Royal, Plymouth, the Theatre Royal, Birmingham, the Alexandra 
Theatre, Sheffield, the Queen’s, Manchester, the Opera House, Leicester, and the Theatre 
Royal, Torquay. She played principal boy in pantomimes at Glasgow, Manchester, and 
Plymouth. Miss Cowell was engaged by Mr. J. L. Shine to play Mrs. Trevanion in the 
production of Mr. Sydney Grundy's comedy The Glass of Fashion on Easter Monday, 
1883, and during this engagement she played Don Juan in the burlesque Don Juan, Junior. 
Miss Cowell’s next engagement was to play the Duchesse de Sonnaz in Moths. In 
December 1883 she joined Miss Marie De Grey's company, playing in comedy and 
burlesque during a tour of India and Australia, On her return to England in 1885 Miss 
Cowell joined Messrs, Cartwright and Tapping’s company, playing Vera in Moths. In 
the spring of the following year she appeared with Miss Fortescue in the same play, 
Fuchsia Leach being now her character. During the autumn Miss Cowell appeared with 
a stock company at the Grand Theatre, Islington, notably in Hard Hearts, The Silver 
King, and Queen's Evidence. She then joined the Vaughan-Conway comedy company, and 
during its season at the Opera Comique in the spring of 1887 played Julia in The Rivals. 
A re-engagement with Miss Fortescue followed. In August 1887 Miss Cowell appeared 
for the first time as Mrs. Ralston in Jim the Penman. She has played this part 
upwards of 700 times. In the provincial production of Messrs. Fergus Hume and 
Arthur Law’s play The Mystery of a Hansom Cab she was the Sal Rawlins. In 1887 
Miss Cowell joined Mr. Ben Greet’s company, being specially engaged for Peg Woffing- 
ton, Lady Teazle, Kate Hardcastle, and Pauline. Starring engagements as Miami in a 
production at Birmingham of The Green Bushes, and as Marita in a production of Mr, 
Barnes of New York at the Grand Theatre, Islington, followed. From August 1889 to 
June 1892 Miss Cowell was a member of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal’s company, playing 
Athenais in The Jronmaster, Mrs. Macdonald in Impulse, Jenny in The Queen’s Shilling, 
Christina in The Squire, and Rhoda in The Weaker Sex. In the meantime Miss Cowell 
has toured with her own company, playing Lady Harding in The Idler, the Countess 
D'Autreval in The Ladies’ Battle, Cinders and Margaret in Zhe Lost Paradise, Mrs. 
Ralston in Jim the Penman, and Lady Franklin in Money. Miss Cowell proceeded with 
the Kendals on their American tour, 1894-1895, playing such parts as the Marquise in 
The Ironmaster, and Mrs, Cortelyon in The Second Mrs. Tanqueray. 


MISS CLARA COWPER. 


Miss Crara Cowrsr, who is associated with her husband in the Cowper-Calvert 
company, is a younger daughter of the late Mr. J. C. Cowper, who spent his later years 
in America. Miss Clara Cowper accordingly made her first’ appearance on the stage at 
Boston, U.S.A., playing Ophelia to the Hamlet of her father. Various Shakspearian 
characters were added to the young actress's repertory, and then she returned to England, 
appearing at the Vaudeville during the run of Zhe Guv'nor, produced on June 23, 1880, 
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She toured with Zhe Girls, and subsequently played Desdemona with the late Mr. Charles 
Kelly, alsoontour. Then she became a member of a company formed by Miss Ellen Terry 
to support her in the provinces during a vacation at the Lyceum. Miss Cowper played, 
notably, Nerissa, Hero, and Fanny Bunter, in New Men and Old Acres. Miss Cowper 
was for some time a member of the Compton comedy company. During the spring of 
1885 she appeared as Constance Winthrop, on tour, with Mr. Michael Gunn’s Young Mrs. 
Winthrop company, Then she joined Mr. Edward Terry's company, appearing as Joan 
in Darby and Joan, a pretty sketch produced at the Theatre Royal, Newcastle, on’ Sep- 
tember 11, 1885. Helen Gaythorne in Weak Woman, Phebe in Paul Pry, Rosaline 
Fabriquet in The Rocket, and Mrs. Jackson in Jn Chancery were other parts that she 
played. In The Churchwarden, originally produced at the Theatre Royal, Newcastle, on 
October 17, 1886, Miss Cowper was the Kate; and in Zhe Woman Hater, originally 
produced at the same theatre on September 2, 1887, she was the Mrs. Joy. When, on 
October 17, 1887, Mr. Terry opened his theatre in the Strand with The Churchwarden 
(meantime played at the Olympic), Miss Cowper was again the Kate, and in the succeeding 
revival, on December 1, of Zhe Woman Hater, she was again the Mrs. Joy. Subsequently, 
for a long time, Miss Cowper appeared as Marita in Mr. Barrington’s version of Mr. 
Barnes of New York. During 1889 she appeared in Australia, under the management 
of Messrs. Williamson, Garner and Musgrove—notably in The Pointsman, The Bells of 
Haslemere, Joseph's Sweetheart, The Silver Falls, and Dr. Cupid. On her return to 
England Miss Cowper rejoined Mr. Terry, appearing notably in Culprits, as Mrs. Rack- 
straw. In her husband’s production of Blanche Farreau she appeared as Blanche; and 
she plays the heroines of the Cowper-Calvert repertory. 






MR. CHARLES DALTON. 


Mr. Cuartes Darton began as a provincial actor, in what are called “the smalls,” 
in 1883. In the March of 1886 he took part at Brighton in the original production of 
Sister Mary. Mr. Dalton toured with Sister Mary and was a member of Miss Lingard’s 
company during the next three years, playing Iachimo in Cymbeline, De Varville in 
Camille, the Abbé Cherzeuil in Adrienne Lecouvreur, Bassanio in The Merchant of 
Venice, Mercutio in Romeo and Juliet, and Beauseant in The Lady of Lyons. In Master 
and Man, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, Birmingham, March 1889, and sub- 
sequently reproduced at the Princess’s, Mr. Dalton played Robert Carlton. He was Frank 
Muller in the production of Jess at the Adelphi on March 25, 1890. Subsequently he 
supported Lady Monckton in a series of performances of A Scrap of Paper and The Ladies’ 
Battle. He was the original Pietro in A Buried Talent. In The English Rose, produced 
at the Adelphi on August 2, 1890, Mr. Dalton played Randal O'Mara. He was the 
Captain Fairweather in The Streets of London, revived at the Adelphi on May 7, 1891. 
In The Lady from the Sea, produced at Terry's Theatre on May 11, he played the Stranger. 
He played Richard Featherston in The Trumpet Call, produced at the Adelphi on 
August 1. In The White Rose, produced on April 23, 1892, he was the Wildrake; and 
in The Lights of Home, produced on July 30, the Philip Carrington. In The Lost 
Paradise, produced on December 22, he played Schwarz. When The World was revived 
at the Princess’s Theatre on February 24, 1894, Mr. Dalton played Clement Huntingford. 
He returned to the Adelphi to play Neil Garth in Shall We Forgive Her? produced there 
on June 20. In the original production of The Derby Winner at Drury Lane on Septem- 
ber 15 he played Rupert Leigh, eventually succeeding to the part of Major Mostyn. 






MR. W. H. DAY. 


Mr. Wituam H. Day was born at Cambridge on October 25, 1854. He joined the 
theatrical profession in 1874, under the management of Mr. Charles Reade, at the Queen’s 
Theatre, Long Acre, playing in The Wandering Heir and other pieces. Subsequently 
Mr. Day appeared on tour in Foul Play and It’s Never Too Late to Mend, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Reade. On his return to London Mr. Day appeared in the minor theatres ; 
notably, at the Marylebone, he played fourteen Shakspearian parts in one week, in sup- 
port of Mr. Creswick. Thanks to Mr. Creswick’s introduction, Mr. Day obtained an en- 
gagement with Chatterton at the Adelphi, where he remained several seasons, appearing 
in True to the Core, Peep of Day, and other plays. He played Mr. Snagsby in a produc- 
tion of Poor Jo at the Globe during 1876. After a short engagement at the Park 
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Theatre, Camden Town, Mr. Day went to the Duke's, Holborn, for the production, on 
February 13, 1879, of New Babylon, in which he appeared as Broughton Sulney. He was 
then engaged by Mr. Charles Wyndham for the Criterion, where he appeared in 1880 as 
Arthur Middleton in Withered Leaves. After a short tour Mr. Day returned to the 
Criterion for a revival of Brighton. He played Jack Benedict, and has repeated the 
performance five hundred times, In September 1882 Mr. Day went to America with Mr, 
Wyndham, and remained there until August 1883. Then he joined the Hanlon-Lees to 
play Sir George Golightly at the Aquarium Theatre and on tour. Mr. Day appeared in 
Confusion, on tour, during 1883; in Fedora, and also in A Wet Day, on tour, during 1884. 
In 1885 he joined the Drury Lane company, appearing in A Trwe Story, and as the Rev. 
Mr. Eden in a revival of Jt’s Never Too Late to Mend. He was the Paul de Vigne 
in Human Nature on tour. In a special production of Clancarty at the Theatre Royal, 
Manchester, Mr. Day played the King, in support of Mr. Henry Neville. In Septem- 
ber 1887 he went to the Standard, there appearing in productions of Zhe Royal Mail, 
The Tongue of Slander, The Lucky Shilling, and other plays. During 1888 and the 
greater part of 1889 Mr. Day played Arthur Hummingtop in Arabian Nights, with Mr. 
Hawtrey’s touring company. In a revival of Pink Dominoes at the Comedy during 1890 
Mr. Day was the Charles Greythorne, contriving to reach the Canterbury Music Hall 
each evening for the performance of Our Lads in Red. Mr. Day appeared as Richard 
Hyde in A Bad Penny, when it was played in front of Nerves at the Comedy; and, 
under the title of The Vagabond, reproduced Mr. Lestocq’s little piece in the halls, where 
Mr. Day has done a good deal of work. He introduced the tank in a sketch written for 
him by Mr. John Douglass, called Blackmail, and in another sketch, entitled For Better 
or For Worse, he introduced the fight scene from Humanity. In 1892 Mr. Day went on 
tour with Fourteen Days, playing Mr. Wyndham’s part, Peregrine Porter. He was 
the Burglar in Mr. Brookfield’s sketch, The Burglar and the Judge, at the Haymarket; 
and he played the leading part in Gloriana at the Globe. At Christmas 1892 Mr. Day 
went to the Princess's, appearing as Herr Rothenschlag in Eagle Joe. He was the 
Matthew Keber in The Bauble Shop, produced at the Criterion during the following Jan- 
uary. In November he went to Toole’s to play Tiffler in Mrs. Othello. In January 1894 
he appeared as James Brewster in An Old Jew at the Garrick ; and in The Masqueraders, 
produced at the St. James’s Theatre in April last, he was the Jimmy Stokes. 
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MR WILL DENNIS. 


Mr. Witt Dennis was born at York in 1859. His father was a London clergyman, 
and his grandfather was a canon of Durham Cathedral. Mr. Dennis was educated for the 
medical profession, and took the highest qualification in surgery to be obtained in this 
country, but he gradually drifted to the stage—by way of an amateurdramatic club. As 
an amateur he played, for instance, Hugh de Brass in A Regular Fiz, March Hare in 
He’s a Lunatic, Puffin The Critic, Lord Lindsay in The Dowager, David Garrick and 
Shylock. Mr. Dennis made his first appearance as a professional actor at the Crystal 
Palace on June 13, 1882, with the late Miss Litton's company, in She Stoops to Conquer, 
but it was not until 1885 that stage work became his sole source of income. Then he 
became a member of Mrs. Bernard Beere’s company, playing in Fedora and Masks and 
Faces. For several years to come Mr. Dennis devoted himself to provincial touring and 
to dramatic recitals. On October 12, 1891, at Worcester, Mrs. Hodgson Burnett produced 
her piece, Zhe Showman’s Daughter, in which Mr. Dennis played the juvenile part, subse- 
quently at the Royalty, on January 6, 1892, entrusted to Mr. Reeves Smith, when Mr. 
Dennis played Joe Hurst. He spent the summer of 1892 in America, and on his return 
to England played the Earl of Dorincourt, in Little Lord Fauntleroy, on tour. On his 
return to town Mr. Dennis appeared at the Adelphi as the Earl of Arlington, in The Black 
Domino, produced on April 1. In Sowing the Wind, produced at the Comedy on 
September 30, he was the solicitor, Mr. Deakin, and the David Garrick in Dick Sheridan, 
produced at the Comedy on February 3, 1894. In Frou-Frou, revived on March 17, at a 
morning performance, and put in the evening bill on March 31, Mr. Dennis appeared as 
the Baron de Cambri. He was the Mr. Bentham in The Gay Widow, produced at the 
Court on October 20. 


MR. LAWRANCE D'ORSAY. 


Mr. Lawrance D’Orsay comes of an old family of lawyers, and was meant for their 
profession, but in 1877 he became utility gentleman at the Marylebone Theatre. Subse- 
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quently he acted in the country. In August 1882 he appeared at the defunct Phil- 
harmonic as Lord Allcash, in a burlesque of Fra Diavolo. During the summer of 1883 
Mr. D’Orsay played many parts at the Imperial Theatre, notably Captain Hawkesley, 
Alderman Ingot, Ashley Merton, and Digby Grant. In the spring of 1884 he joined 
Miss Minnie Palmer to play Dudley Harcourt in My Sweetheart, which he did for a 
long time—in fact, until Miss Minnie Palmer went to Australia. Mr. D’Orsay played 
Captain Trevor, in A Run of Luck, and also appeared in The Barrister, on tour. When 
Mr. Hare recruited the Garrick company, in 1889, he engaged Mr. D’Orsay, who re- 
mained at that theatre, chiefly as understudy, two seasons. He played Lord Martingale, 
an antiquated beau, in Pedigree, tentatively produced at Toole’s on March 28, 1890. 
When the Richmond Theatre opened, on April 7, Mr. D’Orsay took part in a special 
performance of Namesakes. Hz was the Earl of Bramber in the tentative performance of 
Illusion at the Strand, on July 3. In The Solicitor, put into the evening bill at Toole’s, 
the same night, having been tentatively performed at Liverpool, Mr. D'Orsay was the 
Private Manners. In All the Comforts of Home, produced at the Globe on January 24, 
1891, Mr. D’Orsay played Judson Langhorn. In Our Angels, tentatively produced at 
the Vaudeville on March 3, 1891, Mr. D’Orsay played Sir Beevor Vandyke. He was the 
Lord Sheldon in Diamond Dene, produced at the Vaudeville on March 18. In the 
revival of Money at this theatre on April 9 he appeared as Sir Frederick Blount. He 
was the Lory ina revival here of Miss Tomboy on May 26. In Dick Wilder, tentatively 
produced at the Vaudeville on June 20, he played Lord St. Maur. Mr. D’Orsay was the 
Milton Jones in A Lucky Dog, produced at Terry's on October 3, 18¥2. In Ma Mie 
Rosette, produced at the Globe on November 17, he appeared as Colonel Cognac. In 
Uncle John, produced at the Vaudeville on April 3, 1893, he was the Hon. Peter 
Penarth ; and he appeared at the Vaudeville on August 5 as Charlie Bleeter, in A Trip to 
Chicago. In A Gaiety Girl, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on October 14, 
he played Romney Farquhar. He was the Walter Stockson in the tentative performance 
of Cherry Hall, at the Avenue, on June 14. 






MR W. G. ELLIOT, 


Mr. W. G. Extror began his professional career in 1882 at the Haymarket, where 
he played small parts during the three years succeeding. In the open-air performances 
at Combe Park in 1885 of As You Like It and The Faithful Shepherdess he was the 
Touchstone and the Satyr respectively. Then he went to America, and, during a long 
engagement with Miss Rosina Vokes, appeared notably as Eccles, and as Jack Deedes in 
The Pantomime Rehearsal. In The Times, produced at Terry's Theatre on October 24, 
1891, Mr. Elliot was the Montagu Trimble. In the spring of 1892 he went to the Court 
Theatre, appearing as Captain Champion in The New Sub.; and as Rosencrantz in 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, both produced on April 27. In the tentative production of 
Mr. Brandon Thomas's play Marriage, on June 7, he was the Sir Charles Jenks. Hewas 
the Sir Eustace Branston in The Guardsman, produced on October 20; and in the pro- 
duction of T. W. Robertson’s posthumous play Over the Way, on January 20, 1893, he 
played Mr. Chirrup. In The Amazons, produced on March 7, he was the Count de 
Grival. Mr. Elliot went to Daly’s for the production, on October 25, of The Orient 
Express, in which he played Robert Featherstone; and he wasthe Christianson in Miss 
Annie Rose’s production of A Gauntlet at the Royalty on January 20, 1894. In 
The ieameallin, produced at the St. James’s Theatre on April 28, he was the Montague 
Lushington. 





MISS WINIFRED EMERY. 


Miss Wixirrep Emery, who comes of a family of famous actors, appeared on the 
stage occasionally in her early childhood, but may be said to have begun her career at the 
Court Theatre, then under the management of Mr. Wilson Barrett. On May 1, 1879, she 
appeared as Nichette in Heartsease. On December 15, 1879, in a revival of The Old 
Love and the New, she was the Florence. On December 6 Miss Emery appeared as 
Kate Mowbray in Two Old Boys; and in Adrienne Lecouvreur, revived on December 11, 
as the Duchesse D’Almont. During Madame Modjeska’s appearances as Juliet Miss 
Emery acted as her understudy. When Mr. Barrett terminated his tenancy of the Court 
Theatre Miss Emery proceeded to the Lyceum, appearing notably as Lottie ina revival 
of Zwo Roses on December 28, 1881, At Toole’s Theatre on March 16, 1882, she 
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appeared as Mrs. B. Bunny in Byron’s comedy Auntie. At the Vaudeville, in a 
revival of The Rivals on December 9, she was the Lydia Languish; and she appeared in 
Confusion, produced May 17, 1883. Then Miss Emery returned to the Lyceum in the 
particular capacity of Miss Ellen Terry’s understudy, but she appeared on her own 
account in such pieces as The Bells, Louis XI., and Richelieu. Miss Emery accom- 
panied the Lyceum company to America when, in 1884, Mr. Irving made his second tour 
of the States. Olivia was revived on the return of the company, and on May 27, 1885, 
Miss Emery appeared as Sophia. During the series of revivals that preceded Mr. 
Irving's third trip to America Miss Emery appeared as Annette in The Bells on April 23, 
1887 ; as Jessica in The Merchant of Venice on May 16; as Marie in Louis XJ. on 
May 28; as Ida Stratenheim in Werner on June 1; and as Sophia in Olivia on June 29. 
On her return to England, after a second tour of the States in 1888, Miss Emery 
appeared as Mrs. Errol in The Real Little Lord Fauntleroy, produced at Terry'sJon 
May 14. She became leading lady at Drury Lane, and appeared as Sybil Tylney in 
The Armada, produced on September 22, 1888, and as Mildred Clavering in The Royal 
Oak, produced on September 23, 1889. Meantime she fulfilled an engagement at the 
Vaudeville as Kate Constant in That Dr. Cupid, produced on January 14, 1889, and as 
Lady Fenton in The Old Home, produced on June 19, 1889. She returned to the 
Vaudeville to appear as Clarissa in the play of that name on February 6, 1890. In Miss 
Tomboy, tentatively produced on March 20, she was the Miss Fanny Hoyden, and she 
appeared as Kate Hardcastle in She Stoops to ae on April 15. During the autumn 
of 1890 Miss Emery succeeded Miss Olga Brandon as Vashti Dethic in Judah at the 
Shaftesbury, and then she rejoined her old manager, Mr. Wilson Barrett, at the new 
Olympic, this time in the capacity of leading lady. On December 4, 1890, she appeared 
as Grace Duncan in Zhe People’s Idol, then produced. On December 19 she was the 
Pauline in a revival of The Lady of Lyons; on January 28, 1890, she appeared as Mrs. 
Haller in The Stranger; on February 9 as Bess in The Lights o’ London; on March 7 
as Mona in The Ben-My-Chree ; on March 19 as Adele in Father Buonaparte ; on April 13 
as Ophelia; and on April 21 as Madeline in The Acrobat, otherwise Belphegor. In the 
revival of Handfast at the Shaftesbury on May 16 Miss Emery played Madame de 
Ligniac. She was a member of Mr. Jones's company at the Avenue, and on November 2 
played Cynthia Greenslade in The Crusaders. In — the Wind, produced at the 
Comedy Theatre on September 30, 1893, Miss Emery was the Rosamund. She appeared 
as Frou-Frouin a morning performance of that play at the Comedy Theatre on March 17, 
1894; and continued to appear in the character when, on March 31, Frou-Frou was put 
in the evening bill. On September 1 she appeared as Margery Armstrong in The New 
Woman, then produced. 


MR. HENRY V. ESMOND. 


Mr. Henry V. Esmonp began his theatrical career in 1886. He was engaged by 
Mrs. Langtry, then manageress of the Prince’s Theatre, Coventry Street, to understudy 
various parts in Enemies. Then, in the provinces, under the managements of Mr. Edward 
Rose, Miss Janet Achurch, Mr. Willie Edouin, and Mrs. Kennion, played such parts as 
Chawner, in Vice-Versé; Lord John Branston, in The Scorpion ; Harold Leigh, in Rachel ; 
Brigaud, in Frou- Frou; Mr. Gibson, in The Ticket-of-Leave Man ; Horace Holmecroft, in 
The New Magdalen ; Feversham, in Take Back the Heart ; Theodore Lamb, in A Glimpse 
of Paradise; Captain Damasel, in The Lord Harry; Lieuteriant Bodkins, in Odd; the 
Marquis de Presles, in The Two Orphans ; Belfort and also Blanchard, in Stranglers of 
Paris; Mignon, in Nana; George, in The Green Bushes; Talboys, in Lady Audley's 
Secret ; Levison and also Carlyle, in Last Iynne; Bill Sikes, Uriah Heep, Mr. Tulking- 
horn, Ishmael the Wolf, in Flowers of the Forest; Charles Torrens, in The Serious Family; 
and Mr. Lynx, in Married Life. Mr. Esmond’s London career began with his engage- 
ment to play Adrian Fiore in Mr. Outram Tristram’s play The Panel Picture, produced at 
the Opera Comique on March 28, 1889. In Mr. John Umiacke’s drama of Spanish life, 
entitled Zhe Marquesa, tentatively produced at the Opera Comique on July 11, he was the 
Rafael de Marjal. Joining Mr. Willard at the Shaftesbury Theatre, Mr. Esmond was 
the Captain Chandler in The Middleman, produced on August 27, and the Captain Kirby 
in Dick Venables, produced on April 5, 1890. In Daughters, a farcical comedy by Mr. T.G. 
Warren and Mr. Willie Edouin, produced at Portsmouth on June 30, Mr. Esmond was 
the Harold Wynyard. He was the Algernon Grey in Mr. Buchanan's play Sweet Nancy, 
first played at the Lyric on July 12, and afterwards removed to the Royalty, with 
Pepper's Diary, in which Mr. Esmond was the irascible Major Bunderput, for a front piece. 
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In November Mr. Esmond proceeded to the Shaftesbury, of which Miss Wallis had 
temporarily resumed the management. He was the Graham Maxwell in The Pharisee, 
produced on November 17; and the Jack Desborough in My Lady Help, produced on 
November 24. Mr. Terry was the young actor’s next manager. In Culprits, produced 
on March 5, 1891, he played Fendle Coop. He was the Jack Worthington in the tenta- 
tive production at Terry’s on March 24 of Our Doctors, by Sir Randall Roberts and Joseph 
Mackay. On March 30 Mr. Terry revived The Rocket, with Mr. Esmond as Lord Leaden- 
hall. On April 9 a trifle, by Lady Violet Greville, entitled Baby, was tried at Terry’s, 
and in this Mr. Esmond appeared. He played Augustus Sudds in the tentative produc- 
tion at Terry’s, on May 7, of The Director, by Mr. Harry Greenbank. He was the Hector 
Rolleston in Shylock and Co., tried at the Criterion on June 18. Daring Mr. Terry’s 
tour in the summer and autumn, Mr. Esmond played Fred Fanshawe in Weak Woman; 
Jocelyn Hammersmith in The Rocket; Harry Stanley in Paul Pry; Frank Belton in The 
Churchwarden; and John in In Chancery. When Mr. Terry returned to town he pro- 
duced The Times on October 24, 1891, with Mr. Esmond as Howard Egerton Bompas. 
In The Country, tentatively produced at Terry's Theatre on June 2, 1892, Mr. Esmond 
was the Dick Rawdon, In Uncle Mike, produced at Terry’s on December 8, he was the 
Neville Stapleton Turner. He played Weston Carr in Flight, produced there on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1893. In The Great Unpaid, produced at the Comedy on May 9, he was the 
Plantagenet Watts. He followed Mr. Maude as Cayley Drummlein Zhe Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray ; and in The Masqueraders, produced on April 28, he was the Eddie. 


MR. HARRY EVERSFIELD. 


Mr. Harry Eversrietp was solo boy successively at the Brompton Oratory and the 
Italian Church, Hatton Garden. He made his first appearance on the stage at the 
Princess’s as a ploughboy, in Abel Drake's Wife. In December 1879 Mr. Eversfield 
played the part. of Ralph Rackstraw, in the children’s Pinafore, at the Opera Comique, 
and toured with it through 1880. About that time his voice broke, and taen he worked 
at the violin, But he had an ardent desire to return to the stage, and in 1833 appeared 
in the Lyceum production of Romeo and Juliet, but not in a speaking part. In September 
of that year Mr. Eversfield went to the Strand Theatre for the production of Vice-Versé 
and Silver Gili. In December he created the part of Jemmy in Mr. T. G. Warren’s 
Nita’s First, at the Old Theatre, Oxford. He was the Percy Grafton in Peril, at the 
Haymarket, in February 1884. A few months later he was at the Novelty Theatre, 
under the management of Miss Nellie Harris, playing in Nita’s First again, and in a 
burlesque entitled The Scalded Back. Once more, in November, he appeared in Nita’s 
First and Vice-Versd at the Opera Comique. He appeared in The Lady of the Locket at 
the Empire, ir the spring of 1885, under the direction of Mr. J. L. Shine. In the 
following March he opened at the Court Theatre as Cis Farringden in The Magistrate. 
In The Schoolmistress, produced at this theatre on March 27, 1886, he was the Mr. 
Reginald Paulover, and in Dandy Dick, produced on January 27, 1887, he was the 
Lieutenant Darby. In 7Jares, tentatively produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on 
January 31, 1888, he was the Harry Kingsmill. On June 30 he played Dick in Run 
Wild, then produced at the Strand. Then Mr. Eversfield went to America, first to play 
Bob, in Mr. C. S. Faweett’s piece Katti. He subsequently joined Mr. Nat Goodwin, 
appearing in Confusion and Turned Up, and assisting in the production of A Gold Mine 
at New York, in March 1889. On his return to England he was the Clarence Vane in 
Our Flat, at the Opera Comique, in July 1889. He appeared at Terry’s on May 28, 
1890, in a morning performance of Wanted, a Wife. On July 21 he appeared at the 
Gaiety in A Gold Mine, then and there reproduced by Mr. Goodwin. On November 8 
he ap at Toole’s as Frank Selwyn, in Mr. Frank Wyatt’s play, Two Recruits. He 
was the Percy Fortescue in the tentative performance of Dr. Dabbs’s play, Our Angels, 
at the Vaudeville, on March 3, 1891. In Shylock and Co., an adaptation of L’ Article 7, 
by Mr. George Canninge and Mr. Albert Chevalier, produced at the Criterion on the 
afternoon of June 18, he played Prince Zannibulu. In Katti, reproduced at the Strand 
on June 27, he again played Bob. He appeared as Mr. Richard Webb, in The Late 
Lamented, at the Strand, on August 1. He took a part in The Showman’s Daughter, 
produced at the Royalty on January 6, 1892. On April 16 a Charlie Noodle, 
in The Life We Live, at the Princess's. In Moses and Son, produced at the Royalty on 
June 11, he played Aubrey Montagu, the “son.” On December 22 Mr. Eversfield, 
having meantime rejoined his old manager, Mr. Edouin, played the Viscount de Michodere, 
Cc 
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in Trooper Clairette, at the Opera Comique, and Tommy—originally Mrs. Edouin's part— 
in The Coming Clown. Then he went on tour with Mr. Edouin, and opened with him at 
the Strand on July 25, 1893, playing Hereward in The Sleepwalker. The other twin 
was Mr. Seymour Hicks. On October 17 Mr. Eversfield was the Chip, in Binks. Then 
he went on tour with Mr. Edouin again. At the Adelphi, on June 20, 1894, Mr. Evers- 
field played Reggie in Shall We Forgive Her! In The Derby Winner, produced at Drury 
Lane on September 15, he appeared as the jockey, Dick Hammond. 


MISS VANE FEATHERSTON. 


Miss Vane Featuerston made her first appearance on the stage at the Olympic 
as Miss Vane, being then quite a girl. Subsequently she played small parts at the 
Royalty, the Duke's, the Adelphi, and the Haymarket Theatres. Joining the Caste 
company as Miss Vane Featherston, she appeared as Polly Eccles, Naomi Tighe, Mary 
Netley, and Mrs. Pinchbeck, in Home, Other characters that Miss Featherston sus- 
tained about this time were Sam Willoughby, Nan, Molly Ledger, Lottie (in Zwo Roses), 
Anne Carewe, and Mildred and Alice, the twin sisters, in Blow for Blow. Miss Vane 
Featherston spent the better part of two years on tour. When she returned to town 
she appeared at the Criterion, and also at the Olympic. In 1884 she joined Mr. 
Charles Hawtrey’s company at the Globe, to play Edith Marsland in The Private 
Secretary. In The Pickpocket, produced at the Globe on April 24, 1886, Miss Feather- 
ston was the Freda. In The Lodgers, produced at this theatre on January 18, 1887, 
she was the Amelia; and in The Snowball, revived on the following March 14, the Mrs. 
Featherstone. In The Doctor, produced on July 9, Miss Featherston appeared as an 
interesting domestic. She was the Mrs. Hummingtop in The Arabian Nights, produced 
at the Globe on November 5, 1887, and subsequently removed to the Comedy. In The 
Spy, produced there on September 21, 1888, she was the Lizette; in Merry Margate, pro- 
duced on March 27, she was the Mrs. Tubbs; and in Tenterhooks, produced on May 1, 
1889, the Constance Dubois. She was in the cast of Nerves, produced at the Comedy 
on June 7, 1890, and of Jane, produced on the following Decamber 18. In Husband and 
Wife, produced there on July 7, 1891, she was the Mrs. Greenthorn, Miss Featherston 
was the Lady Gertrude Harley in The Awakening, produced at the Garrick on October 1, 
1892; and in 7v-Day, produced at the Comedy on December 5, 1892, she was the Mrs. 
Chauncey Chatwin. In A Comedy of Sighs, produced at the Avenue on March 29, Miss 
Featherston appeared as Mrs. Chillingworth. 





MISS HELEN FORSYTH. 


Miss Hetxn Forsyra made a notable success as Ethel Brabourne, in Dark Days, 
produced at the Haymarket on September 26, 1885. In A Woman of the World, adapted 
from the German by Mr. B. C. Stephenson, and produced at the Haymarket on the 
afternoon of February 4, 1886, she was the Beatrice Norton. In Jim the Penman, tenta- 
tively produced on March 25, put in the evening bill at the Haymarket on April 5, she 
was the charming ingénue. She played Molly Seagrim in Sophia, produced at the 
Vaudeville on April 12. Miss Forsyth assisted, as Cesta, in the performance of The 
Amber Heart, at the Lyceum, on June 7, 1887. Then she went to the Adelphi, where on 
July 28 she appeared as Norah Desmond in The Bells of Haslemere, In The Union 
Jack, produced on July 19, 1888, she was the Ivy Arden. When The Bungalow was 

roduced at Toole’s, on October 7, 1889, she again played the ingénue. She was the 
Bessie Croft in Jess, tried at the Adelphi on March 25, 1890, and the Kitty in Nizie, 
tried at Terry's on April 7. She played a small part in the tentative performance of 
Papa's Honeymoon, at the Criterion, on June 27; and appeared as Mrs, Cecilia Roe, in 
Welcome, Little Stranger, at the Criterion, on August 6. In the revival of 7ruth at the 
Criterion, on September 11, she appeared as Mrs. Dorothy Sterry. She appeared as the 
Hon. May Brent, in the short-lived Zady Barter, produced at the Princess's on February 
28, 1891. In the single performance of Richard Savage, at the Criterion, on April 16, 
she appeared as Betty Steele. She played Pincess Adine in Nadia, tentatively produced 
at the Lyric on May 3, 1892. In A Lucky Dog, reproduced at Terry’s on October 3, she 
was the Marion Wynyard. She appeared as Gwendolen Ingleby in Uncle Mike, produced 
at this theatre on December 8, and as Sylvia Gascoigne in Flight, produced there on 
February 16, 1893. 
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MR. GEORGE GIDDENS. 


Mr. Grorce Gippens was born at Bedfont, Middlesex, June 17,1845. At the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Charles Wyndham, who saw him act in private theatricals, Mr. Giddens 
abandoned his position in a solicitor’s office, and took to the theatre, making his first 
appearance as Kelly in Arrah-na-Pogue at the Theatre Royal, Edinburgh. He after- 
wards performed at various theatres in the provinces, and with the Charles Wyndham 
company went in 1871 to America, where he remained for some time, proceeding to 
Australia. Mr. Giddens made his first appearance in London at the Folly Theatre in 
August 1878 as Jenk in The Idol. On Jannary 25, 1879, he appeared at the same 
theatre as Il Dancairo in Reece’s burlesque of Carmen. Then Mr. Giddens began a 
connection with the Criterion Theatre that remained almost unbroken during the space of 
ten years and upwards. On August 4, 1879, he appeared as Samuel Potts, junr., in 
Mr. Alfred Matby’s play, then produced, called Jilted. He was the Richard Talbot 
in the production of Betsy on August 6. In Where's the Cat? produced on November 20, 
1880, he played Fritz, In Mr. Arthur Matthison’s play Brave Hearts, produced on 
January 24, 1881, he was the Tibbetts; in Butterfly Fever, produced May 17, he was 
the Pony Thompson ; and in Flats, by Mr. G. R. Sims, produced on August 22, the 
Plantagenet Wiggles. During 1882 Mr. Giddens appeared as Timothy Glibson in 
Fourteen Days, produced on March 4; and as Tigg in Little Miss Muffit, produced 
on September 2. In Featherbrain, produced on June 23, 1884, he played Valentine 
Day ; and in The Candidate, suntan on December 22, he played Alaric Baften, Mr. 
Giddens appeared as Jack Howard in Zhe Man with Three Wives, produced on 
January 23, 1886, and then Mr. Wyndham may have been said to have abandoned the 
French farces which had hitherto been the staple product of the Criterion. In the revival 
of Wild Oats on May 29, Mr. Giddens was the Sim, and in David Garrick, revived on 
November 13, the Squire Chivey. In the revival of Our Boys on August 13, 1887, 
Mr. Giddens was the Talbot Champneys. He played Schmayl in The Circassian, 
produced on November 19, 1887, and was the Caleb Deecie in The Two Roses revival 
on December 7, 1887. He also played Fritz in Why Women Weep, produced 
January 23 as a first piece. In 1888 Mr. Giddens became the joint lessee of the Novelty 
Theatre, where on March 31 he appeared as Filippo in Fennel, by Mr. Jerome, then 
first produced, and as Fred Fizzleton in Nita’s First. In Bonny Boy, originally pro- 
duced at a morning performance at the Criterion on December 2, 1886, anu revived at 
the Novelty on April 19, Mr. Giddens played George Mildacre. In the autumn he 
returned to the Criterion, resuming his old part in a revival of Betsy on August (1, 
and playing Dunbilk in the revival of Still Waters Run Deep on January 19, 1889. 
Then Mr. Wyndham acquired an interest in the Strand Theatre, where on February 6 
Mr. Giddens appeared as Dr. Glynn in The Balloon, and on July 19 as Adsop 
Brooks in Alsop’s Fubles. At the Criterion on August 27, 1889, he appeared as 
Wentworth Bracebridge in The Headless Man. In She Stoops to Conquer, on May 
10, 1890, he was the Tony Lumpkin. In Sowing and Reaping, produced on July 5, 
1890 (having been previously produced at a morning performance), he was the Joseph 
Shenston ; also the Grandier in Delicate Ground, subsequently added to the bill. In 
Welcome, Little Stranger, produced on August 6, Mr. Giddens played James Paragon, 
and in a revival of 7Truth.on September 11, Mr. Penryn. He was the Mr. Spanke 
in London Assurance, revived on November 27; the Rollingstone in Nine Points of the 
Law, revived on March 12, 1891; the Careless in School for Scandal, revived on 
April 1; and the Sim ina revival of Wild Oats on May 18. In Husbands and Wives, 
which was produced at the Criterion on the morning of April 30, Mr. Giddens played 
Adolphus Greenthorne, and when the piece was put in the evening bill at the Comedy 
on July 7 he resumed his original part. At the Court he played Brue in Aunt Jack, 
revived on November 5, and Mr. Algernon Serious in Pamela’s Prodigy, produced on 
October 21. In the last revival of Betsy, on August 22, 1892, Mr. Giddens again played 
Talbot. Mr. Giddens visited America, where he appeared most frequently in David, 
a play by Mr. Malcolm Watson. He reappeared in England at the Strand Theatre on 
December 21, 1893, as Mr. Donald Quickshott in Beauty's Toils. He was the 
Admiral Broadsides in King Kodak, produced at Terry’s Theatreon April 30. In The 
Candidate, revived at the Criterion on May 30, he resumed his original part, Baffin. He 
pee Martin in the succeeting revival of Hot Water on August 15, and then went to 

rury Lane to play Cyprian Streatfield in The Derby Winner, produced on September 15 
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MR. CHARLES GLENNEY. 


Mr. Cuartes Grenney is a son of Mr. F, H. Glenney, a well-known actor in his 
day. Mr. Charles Glenney was born at Glasgow on June 20, 1857. After a brief ex- 
perience in the provinces, Mr. Glenney made his first appearance in London at the Duke's 
Theatre on September 7, 1878, as Thenardier in The Barricade, a dramatic version by 
Mr. Clarance Holt of Les Misérables ; subsequent performances were Salem Scudder in the 
Octoroon, Captain Crosstree in Black-Eyed Susan, and Kyrle Daly in Colleen Bawn. 
In New Babylon, produced there on February 13, 1879, he was the Johnny 
Lamb. He appeared at the Criterion on January 24, 1881, as Albert 
Robins in Arthur Matthison’s little play Brave Hearts. In Estranged, pro- 
duced at the Globe on August 3, he was the Walter Bertram; in Dust, produced at 
the Royalty on November 12, he appeared as the Hon. L. Fitzcrawley; and in 
Pluto, produced at the Royalty on December 26, he was the Aristeus. Mr. Glenney was 
the Tybalt in the Lyceum revival of Romeo and Juliet on March 8, 1882. In Much Ado 
About Nothing, revived on October 11, he was the Don John, Mr. Glenney was the 
Rupert Lisle in Mr. Sims’s play The Last Chance, produced at the Adelphi on April 4, 
1885. Next year found him at the Vaudeville, where, on March 11, he appeared as 
Major Rufus Peppercorn in Doo Brown and Co. He was the Tom Jones in the produc- 
tion of Sophia, on April 12. At the Globe on January 18, 1887, Mr. Glenney appeared 
as Barney O’Blathagan in The Lodgers. In the tentative production of Her Trustee at 
the Vaudeville on March 2 he was the Ferdinand Laddle. He appeared at the Lyceum 
on May 16 as Gratiano in The Merchant of Venice, and as Baron Stralenheim in the 
single performance of Werner on June 1. Mr. Glenney eventually replaced Mr. Harry 
Lacey in The Still Alarm, produced at the Princess’s on August 2, 1888. He appeared 
as Dr. Glynn in The Balloon, tentatively produced at Terry’s on November 16. In 
The Bungalow, produced at Toole’s on October 7, 1889, Mr. Glenney made a notable hit. 
He was the Gerald Riordan, M.P., in A Gold Mine, produced at the Gaiety on July 21, 
1890. In The Bookmaker, produced at this theatre on August 9 following, he appeared 
as Jack Carew. At Drury Lane on September 6, he played the part of the half crazy 
Geoffrey St. Clair. Mr. Glenney took part in the short series of revivals of melodrama at 
Drury Lane in the spring of 1891. He was the Tom Burroughes in Formosa, revived on 
May 26, andthe Lantier in Drink, revived on Jane 23. In A Sailor's Knot, produced 
on September 5, Mr. Glenney was the Harry Westward. Returning to the Adelphi, Mr. 
Glenney played Lord Dashwood in The Black Domino, produced on April 1, 1892. He 
was the John Maggs in The Two Johnnies, produced at the Trafalgar Square Theatre on 
October 5, and the Robert Blackmore in Mrs, Othello at Toole’s on November 4. In the 
tentative production of The Puritan, by Mr. Christie Murray, Mr. Henry Murray, and 
Mr. J. L. Shine, at the Trafalgar Square Theatre on September 26, 1894, Mr. Glenney 
appeared as Frank Milton In The Wife of Dives, produced at the Opera Comique on 
November 26, having been originally produced in the provinces, Mr. Glenney was the 
Darryl Dreighton. Mr. Glenney has twice visited America, 


MR. NUTCOMBE GOULD. 


Mr. Nutcompe Govip, who is now appearing in A Bunch of Violets at the Hay- 
market, began an amateur association with the stage so long ago us twenty years, but his 
professional career may be said to have commenced in 1884, when he became a member 
of Mr. T. C. King’s Shakspearian company. In 1887 he joined Mr. Tree at the Comedy 
—having in the meantime appeared with Mrs. Tree in a morning performance of The 
White Pilgrim—and played Rheinveck throughout the run of The Red Lamp. He re- 
turned to the provinces as a member of Miss Helen Barry’s company, and subsequently of 
Mr. Ben Greet’s company. In The Power of Love, tentatively produced at the Prince of 
Wales's Theatre on the afternoon of March 6, 1888, Mr. Gould played Roger Willoughby ; 
in A Patron Saint, produced at the St. James’s Theatre on October 17 following, he was 
the Lord Petersfield; and in Brantinghame Hall, produced there on November 23, he was 
the Lord Saxmundham. During 1889 Mr. Gould took part in many morning perform- 
ances. He was the Lord Saltash in A Panei Picture, produced at the Opera Comique on 
March 28 ; the Prince Maleotti in Forget-Me-Not, revived at the same theatre on May 8; 
the Crossley in Doubt, produced at the Strand on June 4; the Mr. Basing in Her Own 
Witness, produced at the Criterion on December 19; the Lambert Streyke in The 
Colonel, revived at the Comedy on December 3; and the Rev. Mr. Bream in Man and the 
Woman, produced at the Criterion on December 19. In Mr. Frankfort Moore’s play 
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Forgotten, produced at the Grand Theatre, Islington, on July 5, Mr. Gould played Sir 
Percival Hope. When Mr. Alexander began his managerial career at the Avenue in the 
spring of 1890 Mr. Gould was a member of his company, appearing on February 1 in 
Fool’s Mate, which was played in connection with Dr. Bill. He was the Mr. Wriothesley 
in Miss Cinderella, produced on March 15, and the Jacquemin in The Grandsire, produced 
on May 21. In The Struggle for Life, produced on September 25, he played Vaillant ; 
and in Sunlight and Shadow, produced on November 1, and eventually removed to the 
St. James’s Theatre, he played Dr. Latimer. Meantime Mr. Gould appeared at the 
Comedy on February 14 as Captain Hargreaves in a morning production of The Home 
Feud, and as Lord Lacey in a series of morning performances of April Showers, begin- 
ning on April9, At the Haymarket, from October 6 forward, he continued to appear ina 
few performances of Comedy and Tragedy. In The Idler, which on February 26 replaced 
Sunlight and Shadow, Mr. Gould was the Gerald Merryweather; in Lord Anerley, produced 
on November 7, the Earl of Edgehill; and in Forgiveness, produced on December 30, he 
was the Sir Edward Ferrars. Meantime, on June 18, Mr. Gould played Jaques at a morn- 
ing performance of As You Like Jt, wherein Mrs. Patrick Campbell was the Rosalind, 
In Lady Windermere’s Fan, produced on February 20, 1892, he played Lord Darlington. 
In Liberty Hall, produced on December 2, he was the Mr, Pedrick. In The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray, produced on May 27, 1893, Mr. Gould was the Frank Misquith, Q.C, Pro- 
ceeding to the Haymarket, Mr. Gould was the Earl of Wanborough in The Charlatan, 
produced on January 18, and the Diomede in Once Upon a Time, produced on March 28, 
In A Bunch of Violets, produced on April 25, he was the Viscount Mount Sorrell; and in 
John-a-Dreams, produced on November 8, he was the Rev, Stephen Wynne. 


MISS CISSY GRAHAME, 


Miss Cissy Graname made her first appearance on the stage at Hull, where her 
mother, known as Miss Giffard, was engaged in the stock company. She played a small 
part in a farce, and was then promoted to the position of a fairy in the transformation 
scene of the pantomime. Miss Grahame accompanied her mother to Edinburgh, and 
returned to Hull as second walking lady; but her first engagement of note was to play 
Adrienne, in Proof, under the management of Mr. Wilson Barrett, at Brighton, on April 
20, 1878. Then she joined the Court Theatre company, under the management of Mr, 
Hare and Mr. Kendal, making her first appearance in London on January 4, 1879, as 
Lucy Franklin in A Scrap of Paper. Subsequently, at the same theatre, she played 
Leonie in The Ladies’ Battle. After a tour of the provinces with the Kendals, Miss 
Grahame went to the St. James’s Theatre, where she appeared in Mr. Val Prinsep’s play, 
Monsieur le Due, produced on October 4, 1879, and also played Mrs, Mildmay in Stzll 
Waters Run Deep. During 1880 she appeared with Madame Modjeska, in the provinces, 
as Nichette in Heartsease, and as the Duchesse d’Almont in Adrienne Lecouvreur. In 
Mr. Lewis Wingfield’s Mary Stuart, produced at the Court Theatre on October 9, 1880, 
Miss Grahame appeared as Margaret Curll. In Mr. Scott’s Anne-Mié, done from the 
Dutch, and produced at the Prince of Wales's ‘'heatre on November 1, 1880, she was the 
Lise. When The Colonel was produced at the same theatre on February 2, 1881, Miss 
Grahame was the Nellie. She went to the Haymarket to play Eva Treherne in Odette, 
produced on April 25, 1882, and then for a long time she was the leading lady of Mr. 
Wilson Barrett’s provincial company, playing notably Nellie Denver in The Silver King, 
Almida in Claudian, and Bess Marks in The Lights o’ London, Miss Grahame returned 
to town for the production af Saints and Sinners, at the Vaudeville, on September 25, 
1884, playing Letty Fletcher. In the subsequent production of Under Fire, at the 
Vaudeville, she played Caroline Fareham, and in Open House she was the Myra Cayley. 
At Her Majesty’s Theatre, in the autumn of 1885, she appeared in Secret Service, played 
before the ballet of Excelsior. She took part in a revival of Arrah-na-Pogue at the 
Adelphi on April 24, 1886. Miss Gotene she Mrs. Hope in The Pickpocket, then 
produced at the Globe; and in Barbara, produced on June 19 following, she distinguished 
herself as the heroine. She appeared in The Doctor, produced here on July 9, 1887, and 
in Lady Fortune, which preceded <Ara/ian Nights, produced on November 6, 1887. 
Eventually she took part in Arabian Nights. Miss Grahame made a notable hit in Uncles 
and Aunts, produced at the Comedy on August 22, 1888. She played Mrs, Berringer in 
Her Own Rival, produced at the Opera Comique on April 13, 1889. Sbe went to Toole’s 
for the production of The Bungalow, in October; then, in February 1890, she became 
manageress of Terry's Theatre, where she produced New Lamps for Old and The Judge, 
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For some time Msis Grahame has devoted herself to provincial touring. She first tried 
Woodbarrow Farm, but in March 1890 set out with a triple bill company, which still 
continues. 


MR. GEORGE GROSSMITH. 


Mr. Grorce GrossmirH was for many years a reporter at the Law Courts. Then he 
became an entertainer, making his appearance in that capacity at the Polytechnic in 
1869. In 1876-7 he was associated with Miss florence Marryat in an entertainment 
entitled Cups and Saucers, He met Sir Arthur Sullivan, who procured him an engage- 
ment with the just formed Comedy Opera Company (Limited), and appeared as John 
Wellington Wells in Zhe Sorcerer, produced at the Opera Comigue on November 17, 
1877. For twelve years thenceforward Mr. Grossmith was associated with Mr. D’Oyly 
Carte. Pinafore was produced on May 28, 1878, with Mr. Grossmith as the Sir Joseph 
Porter. Two years elapsed ere the public wearied of the new opera, and then, on April 3, 
1880, came The Pirates of Penzance, with Mr. Grossmith as Major-General Stanley. 
The last of the series at the Opera Comique was Patience, produced on Saturday, 
April 23, 1881, with Mr. Grossmith as the Reginald Bunthorne. The new Savoy 
Theatre was built, and hither, on October 10, 1881, Patience was removed. The first 
new work produced at the Savoy was Jolanthe, on November 25, 1882. In this Mr. 
Grossmith was the Lord Chancellor. He appeared in Princess Ida, produced on 
January 5, 1884. Mr. Grossmith was the King Gama. Then, on March 14, 1885, came 
the phenomenally successful Mikado, in which Mr. Grossmith was the Lord High 
Executioner, Ko-Ko. He appeared as Robin Oakapple, in Ruddigore, first produced on 
January 22, 1887. He was the Jack Point, in The Yeomen of the Guard, produced on 
October 3, 1888. In the following autumn Mr. Grossmith severed his connection with 
the Savoy, and toured with an entertainment which he entitled “Piano and I.” He made 
his reappearance on the stage as the Governor in His Excellency, produced at the Lyric 
Theatre on October 27, 1894. Mr. Grossmith has written innumerable songs, and he 
set The Wedding March to music. It was produced at the Prince of Wales's Theatre 
under the title of Haste to the Wedding. 


MR. WEEDON GROSSMITH. 


Mr. Wrxepon Grossmira is a younger brother of Mr. George Grossmith. He began 
life as an artist, and has exhibited at the Royal Academy. His early experience 
of theatrical life was gained with Miss Rosina Vokes in America, and his first appearance 
in London was at the Gaiety, in Woodcock’s Little Game. After an interval devoted to 
painting, Mr. Grossmith returned to the stage, at the invitation of Mr. Irving, appearing 
as Jacques Strop, in Robert Macaire. He was a member of Mr. Richard Mansfield’s 
company when, on October 19, 1888, Prince Karl was produced at the Lyceum. In 
the spring of the following year Mr. Grossmith joined the Haymarket company, playing 
Perey Palfreyman in Wealth, produced on April 27, 1889, At the Court Theatre he 
took part in Aunt Jack, produced on July 13. In The Cabinet Minister, which succeeded, 
he was the Joseph Lebanon, his engagement at the Court Theatre terminating with the 
withdrawal of The Volcano, produced on March 14, 1891. Mr. Grossmith was associated 
with the triple bill produced at Terry's on June 6, 1891—one of its constituents, entitled 
A Commission, being, in fact, from his pen. The actor made a notable success as Lord 
Arthur Pomeroy in A Pantomime Rehearsal. He followed the fortunes of the triple bill 
to the Court Theatre, where, on October 20, 1892, he appeared as Hanbury Hakes in 
The Guardsman. In The Amazons, produced on March 7, 1893, he was the Galfred, 
Karl of Tweemways. He played the Vicomte de St. Fontaine in The Other Fellow, 
produced on September 4. Mr. Grossmith began his career as a manager with the 
production, at Terry's Theatre, in February last, of The New Boy. 


MR. ARTHUR HELMORE. 


Mer, Arruur Hetmore began his professional career in the autumn of 1577 as an 
entertainer. His first theatrical engagement was with Mr, D'Oyly Carte, to play the 
Major-General in The Pirates of Penzance (on tour). Mr. Helmore took up the part om 
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March 11, 1881, at the Theatre Royal, Bath, his predecessor having been Mr. Richard 
Mansfield. Mr. Helmore’s next appearance was at the Imperial ‘Theatre, in « sketch 
written by his brother, Mr. Walter Helmore, and entitled Another Cup(by Anyson). He 
performed in sketches at the Crystal Palace. and also at the Victoria Theatre. An 
engagement to play Basil Giorgione, in Zhe Colonel, on tour, had an interesting sequel, 
forthe company was commanded to appear before the Queen at Abergeloie on October 4, 
1881. Inthe summer of 1882, during the vacation of Zhe Colone/, Mr. Helmore appeared 
with The Squire company, also organised by Mr. Hawtrey, and then rejoined The Colonel 
company. During this tour Mr. Helmore met Mr. Charles Hawtrey, who eventually 
beeame his manager, for in January 1883 he was engaged by Messrs. W. I. and C. H. 
Hawtrey for their tour of Tom Cobb, Mr. Helmore playing Uld Effingham. At the 
Imperial Theatre he appeared in Camille, and also played his old part, Basil Giorgione, 
in The Colonel. During the summer of 1883 Mr. Helmore appeared at the Adelphi in 
Wilkie Collins's Rank and Riches. In a repertory company organised by C, H. Hawtrey 
Mr. Helmore played Grouse in On Guard, Potter in Stageland, and also appeared in 
A Naughty Novel. In November Mr. Helmore appeared for a week at Cambridye, playing 
Shellack in Stageland, and Chawner in Vice-Versd. On November 14 The Private 
Secretary was produced, and Mr. Helmore appeared as the Rev. Robert Spalding. Five 
months elapsed ere the play was produced in London. The Cambridge programme was 
reproduced at Oxford, at the “Old Vie.” While The Private Secretary was running at 
the Prince’s Theatre, in 1884, Mr. Helmore played the old butler in Bachelor of Arts, 
He afterwards went to the Globe. In a morning performance at Windsor of Mr. George 
Hawtrev’s Out of Sorts he played Andrew. This piece was eventually known as The 
Pickpocket. In September 1884 Mr. Helmore set out on tour with The Private Secretary, 
and appeared as the Rev. Robert Spalding nearly two thousand times, engagements with 
Mr. Snazelle, and at the Crystal Palace, intervening. He appeared as the Cook, in Mr. 
Hart’s first pantomime, Dick Whittington, at the Theatre Royal, Bradford, se.son 1887-8. 
During 1888 Mr. Helmore appeared as Carraway Bones in Turned Up. He assisted in 
the production of Mrs. Dexter at Liverpool, on December 26. 1891. In The Tin Box, 
produced at the Globe on April 16, 1892, Mr. Helmore appearea as Anthony Buzzard. 
Then he toured with Mr. Monkhouse in Pat. He was a member of the German Reed 
company during three seasons. In Loyal, produced at the Vaudeville on August 9, 1894, 
he played Peterkin Portsoken, and fur a time he replaced Mr. Grossmith in The New Boy. 
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MISS ETHEL HOPE. 


Miss Eruec Horr, who is now in America with Mrs. Langtry, made her first appearance 
on the stage at the Surrey Theatre, in 1875, as Louise in Mr. J. K. Emmett’s production 
of Fritz She was subsequently a member of the stock companies at Plymouth, Notting- 
ham, and Glasgow. Miss Hope toured the provinces with Miss Wallis, and afterwards 
with Barry Sullivan, playing, for instance, the Queen in Hamlet, Emilia in Othello, Francois 
in Richelieu, Regan in King Lear, Lady Franklin in Money, Mrs. Candour in The School 
Jor Scandal, Hero in Much Ado About Nothing, Celia in As You Like It, and Helen in 
Cymbeline. She was a member of the stock company at the Prince's Theatre, Manchester, 
supporting, notably, Miss Adelaide Neilson. Then she appeared with the Kendals, at 
Sheffield, as Lady Ingram in A Scrap of Paper. For a year Miss Hope played the 
Countess Zicka in a tour of Diplomacy. She was a member of Mrs. Conover’s company 
at the Olympic, appeared in Twins, supported Modjeska during two provincial tours, and 
appeared in productions of Masks and Faces and The King’s Rival by Lady Monckton. 
Miss Hope was a member of Mrs. Langtry’s company at the Princess's in 1890, and on 
tour played Audrey and Madame Deschappelles in that lady's productions of As You Like 
It and The Lady of Lyons. Miss Hope was the Mrs. Petherick in Sims and Buchanan’s 
Lights of Home at the Adelphi, the Mrs. Kuowlton in The Lost Paradise, and also appeared 
in The Black Domino. Meantime, she had played Mrs. Gray in Mr. Buchanan's produc- 
tion of Sweet Nancy at the Royalty. During a jong tour with Miss Fortescue, Miss Hope 
ag the Nurse in Romeo and Juliet, and Miss Hardcastle in She Stoops to Conquer. 

iss Hope is the wife of Mr. E. B. Norman, the well-known stage-manager and actor, and 
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has usuaily been a member of the same company. 


MISS ANNIE HUGHES. 


Miss Awnre Hucnes made her first appearance on the stage in The Private Secretary 
at the Globe, in 1885, succeeding Miss Maud Millett. She subsequently appeared at the 
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Vaudeville, and thence proceeded to the Criterion, where, cn’ January 23, 1886, she 
appeared as Caroline Boffin, in Zhe Man with Three Wives, then produced. In Mr. 
Wyndham’s revival of Wild Oats, she was the Jenny Gammon. By arrange- 
ment with Mr. Wyndham Miss Hughes went to the Princess’s for the production, on 
April 8, 1887, of Held by the Enemy, making a notable hit as Susan M‘Creery. She 
returned to the Criterion shortly for the revival of Two Roses, and during part of the run 
of The Bells of Haslemere, in 1887-8, appeared at the Adelphi. She was the Little Lord 
Fauntleroy in the Seebohm version of the novel, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre 
on February 23, 1888. In Mamma, produced at the Court Theatre on September 24, 
1888, Miss Hughes was the Winifred. She joined the Kendals for The Weaker Sez, first 
played at Nottingham during the autumn of 1888, and reproduced at the Court Theatre 
on March 16, 1889. In The Middleman, produced at the Shaftesbury on August 27, 
Miss Hughes was the Nancy Blenkarn. During 1890 Miss Annie Hughes appeared at 
the Lyric, and also at the Royalty, in Sweet Nancy—originally produced at the former 
theatre on July 12. She was the Naomi in the Garrick revival of School on September 
17, 1891. She played Bella Kedge in The Tin Box, produced at the Globe on April 16, 
1892. Inthe tentative production of The Country at Terry's, on June 2, Miss Hughes was 
the Lady Cynthia Greene, and she played Seraphina, in You Musn't Laugh, at the Opera 
Comique on November 5. In Uncle John, produced at the Vaudeville on April 3, 1893, 
Miss Hughes was the Polly Bryce. She was a member of the company with which Mr. 
Comyns Carr opened the Comedy Theatre, appearing in Sowing the Wind, produced on 
September 30, as Maud Fretwell. In An Aristocratic Alliance, produced at the Criterion 
on March 31, 1894, Miss Hughes was the Rose Lea. 


MR. FRED KERR. 


Mr. Frep. Kerr is the son of a solicitor, and had the serious intention of becoming 
a barrister. His apprenticeship to the stage was in America, Returning to England in 
1882, Mr. Kerr acted in the provinces with Miss Wallis’s company, and also with Miss 
Ada Cavendish’s company. He was at the right hand of Miss Nellie Hartis during her 
season at the Novelty Theatre. Joining the company at the Court Theatre, Mr. Kerr 
played Dick Chetwynd in Young Mrs. Winthrop, produced on November 6, 1884 ; 
Captain Horace Vale in The Magistrate, produced on April 21, 1885; and Lieutenant 
John Mallory in The Schoolmistress, produced on April 27, 1886. In Mr. Ernest 
Warren’s duologue The Nettle, cea on October 13, 1886, he played Guy Charlton. 
He was the Major Tarver in Dandy Dick, produced on January 27, 1887, and — 
Harold Woodleafin Woman's Wrongs, a front piece. In Sweet Lavender, produced at 
Terry’s Theatre on March 21, 1888, he was the Horace Bream. In 1889 he paid a short 
visit to America, On February 3, 1890, he joined Miss Cissy Grahame’s company at 
Terry's, playing Postlethwaite in New Lamps for Old. On May 21 Mr. Kerr played 
Juxon Prall in Judah, then produced. At the Avenue, in The Struggle for Life, first 
played on September 25, 1890, Mr. Kerr appeared as Antonin Caussade. Joining the 
Haymarket company, he played Arthur Kenyon in a revival of Called Back on Novem- 
ber 10, 1890, and Allen Villiers in a revival of The Red Lamp, on December 8. In The 
Dancing Girl, produced on January 15, 1891, he was the Hon. Reginald Slingsby. Mr. 
Kerr played Charles Greythorne in the revival of Pink Dominoes ut the Criterion on 
October 10, 1892, and Charley Arathon in the short-lived Old Lady, produced at the 
Criterion on the following November 19. On March 7, 1893, he appeared as Viscount 
Litterley in The Amazons, at the Court, and on October 11 as Maitland East in An 
American Bride, at Terry's. At the Haymarket, on January 18, 1894, he played the 
Esthetic Humbug in The Charlatan ; also appearing in the ‘front piece,’ entitled Six 
Persons. He went to the Criterion to play Fergusson Pybus in The Case of Rebellious 
Susan, produced on October 3. He is the author of Leap Year, a short piece produced 
at Terry’s Theatre on November 10. 


MISS GERTRUDE KINGSTON. 


Miss Gertrupe Kinoston was a pupil of Miss Sarah Thorne, with whose company she 
appeared during a three months’ season at Margate in 1887, notably as Ophelia and 
Emelia, as Sophia in The Road to Ruin, as Zoe in The Octoroon, as Eliza in After Dark, 
and as Kate Hardcastle in She Stoops to Conquer. She was then so fortunate as to 
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secure an engagement with Mr. Tree, and made her first appearance in London as Mrs, 
Harkaway in Partners, when it was produced at the Haymarket on Jan. 5, 1888. Pro- 
ceeding to the Novelty for Mr. Giddens’s season, she appeared in Neta’s First, revived on 
March 31, and as Mrs. George Boulter in Bonny Boy, revived on April 19. In Mr. Barnes 
of New York (originally produced as To the Death) revived at the Olympic on May 16, 
she was the Enid Anstruther. She appeared as Clara Dexter in Woodbarrow Farm, on 
its tentative production at the Comedy on June 18; and in thé morning performance of 
The Widow Winsome at the Criterion on Nov. 7 she played Lady Priscilla Goshawke. 
In Tares, placed in the evening bill at the Opera Comique on Jau. 21, 1889, Miss 
Kingston played Rachel Denison. In a revival of Harbour Lights at the Adelphi she 
was the Lena Nelson. When Miss Cissy Grahame undertook the management of Terry’s 
Theatre in 1890, Miss Kingston was a member of her company, appearing in New Lamps 
for Old, produced on Feb, 8, as Octavia. She was the Louise Brunton ina morning 
performance of 7he-Home Feud at the Comedy on Feb. 14, and in a charity performance 
of Frou-Frou at the St. James’s on July 10, 1890, played Louise. In 1891 Miss Kingston 
joined Mr, George Alexander's company, playing Mrs. Glyn Stanmore in The Idler, pro- 
duced on Feb. 26,1891. She was the Madame de Sivori in Lord Anerlev, produced on 
Nov. 8. In Clever Alice, produced at the Royalty on April 6, 1892, Miss Kingston played 
Lady Altrood. In Marriage, tentatively produced at the Court Theatre on June 7, she 
played Mrs. Dudley Chumleigh. She went to the Adelphi to play Mabel Wentworth in 
A Woman’s Revenge, produced on July 1. Miss Kingston appeared as the spiritualistic 
adventuress in The Charlatan, produced at the Haymarket on Jan. 18, She resumed her 
original character in the revival of Marriage at the Court on May 17. In The Case of 
Rebellious Susan, produced at the Criterion on Oct. 3, she played Mrs. Quesnel. 






MISS BEATRICE LAMB. 


Miss Beatrice Lame made her first appearance at the Comedy Theatre in The Red 
Lamp, as a guest; but shortly afterwards, on January 11. !888, had the opportunity of 
distinguishing herself as Loyse in The Ballad-Singer at the Haymarket, whither Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree had inthe meantime removed. She also understudied Miss Marion Terry. 
On February 9 she appeared as Fanny Walsingham in Cupid's Messenger ; and on May 31 
appeared at the St. James’s Theatre in the morning performance of Jn the Old Times. 
In The Profligate, produced at the Garrick Theatre on April 24, 1889, Miss Lamb was 
the Irene Standing. When Mrs. Langtry produced As You Like Jt at the St. James’s 
Theatre on February 24, 1890, Miss Lamb was the Phebe. Then she underwent a 
disciplinary course with Miss Sarah Thorne, commemorating her return to the London 
stage by appearing as Vere Herbert in a morning performance of Moths, on October 29, 
1.90. In January, 1891, Miss Lamb was tortunate in the opportunity of playing 
Drusilla Ives in The Dancing Girl at the Haymarket during Miss Neilson’s illness, 
During the next few months Miss Lamb understudied Miss Neilson, and appeared in 
several morning performances. She was the Lily Tabari! in Our Ange/s, produced at the 
Vaudeville on March 3. She appeared in Sowing and Reaping at the Criterion; and 
also in Mrs. Annesley, produced at this theatre on July 1. On August 3 Miss Lamb 
went to the Shaftesbury, whither the triple bill had been removed from Terry's, and 
appeared in A Commission and A Pantomime Rehearsal, On November 12 she appeared 
as May Scott in Cousin Jack, adapted from a German farce by Mr. Hermann Vezin, and 
produced at the Opera Comique. She was the Renée in Her Oath, played at the 
Princess’s on November 28; and she appeared as Mrs, Webb in The Late Lamented 
during its later career at the Strand. At this theatre, on January 9, 1892, Miss Lamb 
appeared in “The New Wing, then produced. She played Helen Marshall in the tentative 
performance of Deborah at the Avenue on February 22. . Niobe, with Miss Lamb in the 
name-réle, was produced at the Strand on April 11, 1892. In The Best Man, produced at 
Toole’s Theatre on March 6, she was the Mrs. Montaubyn. She played Lady Desborough 
in The Derby Winner, produced at Drury Lane on September 15. 


MISS ROSE LECLERCQ 

Miss Rose Lecterce has the distinction of having made her first appearance before 
the Queen, at Windsor, as Ceres in The Tempest. In 1863 Miss Leclercq was a 
member of the Drury Lane company. She appeared on September 21 as Mary Vance, 
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in Mr. Burnand’s drama The Deal Boatman, then produced; and on October 10 as. 
Astarte, in Manfred. For some time Miss Leclercy acted in the provinces, playing 
many leaging parts in Shakspeariaon productions. When After Dark was produced 
at the Princess's on August 12, 1868, she was the Eliza; and in the same author's 
Lost at Sea, produced at the Adelphi in 1869, the Kate Jessop. Miss Leclereq played 
the heroine in Boucicault’s Paw La Farge, produced at the Princess’s on March 7, 
1870; and on the following November 26 played Margot, in the revival at this theatre 
of The Pretty Girls of Stillberg. During 1871 Miss Leclereq appeared at the Princess's 
as Margaret, in a revival of King o Scots; as Marguerite, in a revival of Faust and 
Marguerite ; as Mrs. Stirling, in a revival of The Clandestine Marriage; and as Ellen 
Moriarty, in Falconer’s Kileen Oge, first played on June 29, 1871. In Fechter’s revival 
of Rue Blas, at the Adelphi, on March 2, 1872, Miss Leclereq was the Queen. She 
played Desdemona to the Othello of Phelps, at the Princess’s, on the following Sep- 
tember 28. In a revival of The Merry Wives uf Windsor, at the same theatre, on 
December 19, 1874, she played Mrs. Ford.. On September 4, 1875, The Shaughraun 
was produced at Drury Lane, with Miss Leclercq as the Claire Ffolliott. In That Lass 
o Lowrie’s, producei at the Opera Comique on September 1, 1877, Miss Leclereg 
made a great success as the Lancashire heroine; and this play formed a part of her 
repertory during several tours of the provinces. Miss Leclereq appeared besides as 
Galatea, as Princess Zeolide, in The Palace of Truth; as Lady Hilda, in Broken Hearts . 
as Susanna in A Scrap of Paper; as the Countess d’Autreval,in The Ladies’ Battle ; 
and as Ruth, in Ruths Romance. Returning to London, after a long absence, Miss 
Leclereq was the Olivia, in the Lyceum revival of Twelfth Night, on July 8, 1884. She 
went to the Vaudeville to play Lady Bellaston, in Sophia, produced on April 12, 1886 ; 
and subsequently appeared as Lady Clarissa Fitzralph, in Mr. H. A Jones’s Heart of 
Heurts, produced on November 3, 1887. Proceeding to the Haymarket, Miss Leclercq 
was the Marie Leczinska, in The Pompadour, produced on March 31, 1888 ; and the Lady 
Staunton, in Captain Swift, produced on the following September 1. In Mr. Tree’s 
production of The Merry Wives of Windsor she was the Mistre-s Page. In Wealth, 
produced at the Haymarket on April 27, 1889, Miss Leclereq played Mrs. Palfreyman. 
In La Tosca, produced at the Garrick on November 28, 1889, Miss Leclereq, having 
in the meavtime made several interesting appearances at morning performances and in 
the provinces, played the Queen. Returning to the Haymarket, Miss Leclercq was the 
Lady Bawtrey in The Dancing Girl, produced on January 15, 1891. In the revival of 
Peril on April 23, 1892, she was the Mrs. Crossley Beck. Miss Leclercq played the 
Marchiouess of Castle Jordan in Zhe Amazons, produced at the Court Theatre on 
March 7, 1893. She was at the Haymarket again for the production of A Woman of 
No Importance on April 19; and in Sowing the Wind, produced at the Comedy Theatre 
on September 30, she was the Hon. Mrs. Fretwell. In The Little Squire, produced at the 
Lyric ‘Theatre on April 5, for « series of morning performances, Miss Leclereq appeared 
as Mrs. Hardwick. In A Society Butterfly, produced at the Opera Comique on May 10, 
she appeared as the Duchess of Newhaven. Miss Leclercq returned to the Comedy for 
the production, on September 1, ot The New Woman, playing Lady Wargrave. 


MR. ERIC LEWIS. 


Mr. Eric Lewis had appeared as an “ entertainer” at the Polytechnic and elsewhere 
before he became an actor. He was the Pilate Pump, Esq., in Blue and Buff, a comic 
opera produced at the Haymarket on September 5, 1881. It had a short life, and on 
September 24 Mr. Lewis went to the Court to play Lord Glenmuir, in Honour. His next 
engagement was with the Alice Barth opera company. Then in November 1882 he went 
to the Savoy with the especial function of understudying Mr. Grossmith. Then followed 
a season at the Royalty with Mr. Edouin, during which he appeared, on April 16, 1887, 
as Sir William Grainger in Jvy, and on April 28 as Mumford Merry in A Tragedy, and 
a short engagement with Miss Helen Barry, in Her Trustee. In Devil Caresfoot, produced 
at the Vaudeville on July 12, he played Lord Munster. On tour in the provinces Mr. 
Lewis played Caleb Deecie, in Two Roses, and Dr. Dossemoffen, in D.D. Joining the 
Haymarket company, he played Mr. Harkaway, in Partners, produced on January 5, 1888. 
In the tentative production of Woodbarrow Farm, at the Comedy on June 18, he was the 
Mr. Piffin. He was the Tom Shadbolt in Mamma, with which Mrs. John Wood inaugu- 
rated her management of the new Court Theatre on September 24, appearing also in the 
front piece, Hermine, and in Cox and Box. He played Theodore Cowley, in The Begum's 
Diamonds, produced at the Avenue on January 22, 1889. During the spring of that year 
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the Kendals occupied the Court Theatre. Mr. Lewis played Wade Green, in The Weaker 
Sex, and Jack Gambier, in The Queen's Shilling, and also appeared in Jn the Corridor 
under their management. He was the Caleb Cornish in Aunt Jack, produced by Mrs. 
John Wood on July 13 following. In the tentative production of Cerise and Co. at the 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre on April 17, 1890, Mr. Lewis was the Mr. Styleman. He went 
to the Lyric for the production, on October 9, of La Cigale, in which he played the Duke. 
Mr. Lewis was the Sir Benjamin Backbite in Mr. Tree’s production of School for Seandal 
at the Crystal Palace on October 16. In the tentative production at the Lyric, on 
May 5, 1891, of The Anonymous Letter he was the Charles Credit. In The Widow, pro- 
duced at the Comedy on April 21, 1892, he was the Albert Godfrey. Mr. Lewis was the 
Duke of Duffshire, in /n Town, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on October 15, 
1892; and the Sir Alfred Grey in A Gaiety Girl, produced there on October 14 last. 


MISS LAURA LINDEN. 


Miss Lavra Lixpen made her first appearance in London at Sudler’s Wells Theatre 
on April 16, 1881, when she played Barby Haggit in Mr. H. A. Jones's play His Wife, 
then produced. In Jmprudence, produced at the Folly, now Tovle’s, Theatre on July 27 
following, she played Mattie; at the Gaiety Theatre in 1883 she was the original Dulcie 
in Mr. Edward Rose’s version of Vice-Versd ; and at the Strand Theatre in the same year 
she played Gerty in Silver Gilt, a burlesque on The Silver King. She was then engaged 
for the Olympic, where, notably, she played Louise in a revival of The Two Orphans. 
After touring with Claudian as Almida, Miss Linden joined the Gaiety company. She 
appeared in Dandy Dick as Hannah Topping when the play was produced at the Globe 
on January 27, 1887. Joining Mrs. Bernard Beere at the Opera Comique, Miss Linden 
was the Babette Steinboch in Ariane, produced on February 8, 1888. In Woodbarrow 
Farm, tentatively played at the Comedy Theutre on June 18, she appeared as Deborah. 
When Mr. Buchanan’s play The Bride of Love was reproduced at the Lyric Theatre on 
June 9, 1890, Miss Linden was the Eridon. On August 4 she appeared with the Old 
Stagers at Canterbury as Mrs. Merrydew in My Milliner’s Bill; as Susan in The Silver 
Shield ; as Dorinda Croodle in The Money-Spinner ; and as Lady Rose in A Pantomime 
Rehearsal. She was the Mary Ledger in a revival of The Parvenu, at the Globe, on Feb- 
ruary 18, 1891. In Linda Grey, produced at the Princess’s Theatre on April §, she 
appeared as Priscilla Royal, an American girl. In Husband and Wife, first played at, the 
Criterion on April 30, Miss Linden appeared as Mrs. Springfield. She was the Miss 
Lily Eaton Belgrave in A Pantomime Rehearsal, at. Terry's Theatre, on June 6; and was 
the Nan Canty in Mrs. Osear Beringer’s version of Prince and Pauper, tentatively pro- 
duced at the Gaiety on October 12. Miss Linden assisted in the tentative production of 
The Light of Pengarthand The Spring Legend, part of a triple bill at the Opera 
Comique on December 17. InA Life of Pleasure, produced at Drury Lane on September 21, 
1893, she played Phyllis de Belleville; and in the Christmas pantomime, 1893-4, at the 
Crystal Palace she appeared as Maid Marian. 





MISS MARIE LINDEN. 


Miss Marie Linpen made her first appearance as a child in pantomime. She was 

a member of the Philharmonic company in its theatrical days; but her first engagement 
of importance was with Mr. Toole, at whose theatre she appeared, notably in Stagedora, 
a burlesque of Fedora, produced on March 6, 1883; as Almi-ida in Paw Claudian, 
roduced on February 4, 1884; as Alice Marshal in The Butler, produced on Decem- 
r 6, 1886; as Rosy in Ruddy-George, a skit on Gilbert and Sullivan, produced on 
April 17, 1887; and as Dora in The Don, produced on March 7, 1888. Miss Marie 
Linden appeared in the burlesque Atalanta, produced at the Strand on November 17 of 
that year. She was the Lady Jessie Harborough, in the tentative production of The 
Bookmaker at Terry's Theatre on March 19, 1889, and on March 26 the Mrs. Dick 
Chetwynd in a performance of Young Mrs. Winthrop at the same theatre, On July 29 
she appeared as Lily Doran, in the production of /n Danger at the Vaudeville. She 
took part in Miss Loie Fuller's production of ice at the Globe on Oetober 22, and 
also in the revival of The Field of the Cloth of d, at the Avenue, on December 24. 
When Mr, Alexander produced Dr. Bill at the Avenue on February 1, 1890, Miss 
Marie Linden was the Ellen. She played Janik in The Grandsire, produced there on 
May 21. On September 29 Miss Linden went to Terry's Theatre to play Minnie, in a 
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revival of Sweet Lavender. In Private Inquiry, produced at the Strand on January 7, 
1891, Miss Marie Linden was the Mrs. Wrackham, She went to the Garrick to appear 
as Margaret Veale, in the production of Lady Bountiful, on March 7. In The Prince 
and the Pauper, produced at the Vaudeville on October 12, she appeared as Princess 
Elizabeth ; and she took part in a performance of The Light of Penarth at the Opera 
Comique on December 17. On May 28, 1892, Miss Linden appeared as Hilda, in Mrs. 
Bernard Wishaw’s play of that name, produced at the Princess’s. She was a member 
of Mrs. Langtry’s company at the Haymarket, playing Dorothy Blair in The Queen of 
Manoa, produced on September 15, and Winifred March in Agatha Tylden, produced on 
October 18. In Frou-Frou, produced at the Comedy on March 17, 1894, Miss Linden 
was the Louise Brigarde. She appeared as Cecile Austin in The Fatal Card, produced 
at the Adelphi on September 5. 


MR. PERCY F. MARSHALL. 


Me. Percy F, Marsuact began his theatrical career as a member of the Compton 
comedy company, his first appearance being on April 16, 1883, at the Theatre Royal, 
Worcester. He played a small part in Twelfth Night. Mr. Marshall remained with the 
Compton company till June 1887, playing meanwhile upwards of fifty characters in “ Old 
English Comedy,” as it is called. He assisted in Mr. Compton’s seasons at the Strand 
Theatre, during 1883-84 and 1836-87. In the autumn of 1887 Mr. Marshall joined Mrs. 
Dawes’s company for a tour with Nancy and Co. and Our Regiment. In the spring of 
1888 he began a long association with Mr. Willie Edouin, them supporting Mr. Lionel 
Brough on tour in Modern Wives. After a short summer engagement as George Medway 
in Turned Up, Mr. Marshall toured with Mr. Brough in The Paper-Chase. In 1889 he 
joined Mr. George Fife’s company, once more playing George Medway in Turned Up, 
and also Abanazar in Aladdin. During the ensuing Christmas vacation he toured with 
The Barrister. Mr. Marshall was the first provincial Reginald Sylvester in Our Fiat, 
with which piece he toured during the whole of 1890 and during the spring of 1891. One 
day he performed the tour de force of running up to town to assist at a matinée in the 
Strand, getting back to Leicester for the evening performance of Our Flat, Mr. Marshall 
now played two brief engagements at the Strand. In Our Daughters, produced on 
April 15, 1891, he was Bob Bounder, and in A Night's Frolic, produced on June 1, he was 
the Oakley Sealey. Then he joined Sir Augustus Harris's Late Lamented company, being 
the first provincial representative of Stuart Crosse. After a tour with this piece of forty 
weeks’ duration, Mr. Marshall appeared with a stock company at the Tyne Theatre, New- 
castle. He was the Corney during the first tour of Niobe in the autumn of 1892. When, 
after two weeks’ trial in the country, Trooper Clairette was produced at the Opera Comique 
on December 22, Mr. Marshall resumed his original character of Emile Duval. Mr 
Marshall then returned to the Niobe company, with which he remained till the summer of 
1893. He was the Pepperton in The Two Johnnies, produced at the Trafalgar Theatre 
on October 5, 1893, and the Herbert Gyle in Mrs. Othello, produced at Toole’s Theatre on 
November 11, and subsequently removed to the Vaudeville. On March 12, 1594, Mr. 
Marshall began a tour with The Late Lamented under his own management, resuming the 
character of Stuart Crosse, at the conclusion of which he fulfilled short special engage- 
ments as Reggie Sylvester in Our Flat, and as Arthur Hummingtop in Arabian Nights, 
During the autumn he again played Peter Amos Dunn on tour. 


«MR. CYRIL MAUDE. 


Mr. Cyrt. Maupe was educated at the Charterhouse. He spenta good deal of his 
youth in the North-western States of America, where his early experience as an actor 
was gained with Daniel Bandmann’s company. In 1884 he returned to England, and for 
a few years acted with provincial touring companies. In September 1887 he appeared 
at the Grand Theatre, Islington, in a melodrama entitled Racing, which had been pre- 
viously played on tour. In the production at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on the 
morning of Dec. 13, 1887, of Handfast Mr. Maude appeared as Woodville. He 
may be said to have really commenced his career on the London stage with his engage- 
ment at the Gaiety, where, on December 24, 1887, he appeared as Mondelico in 
Frankenstein. On Jan. 17, 1888, he took part in a morning performance at the 
Gaiety of Lot 49, a farce adapted from the German. On March 8 Mr. Maude began 
a long engagement at the Vaudeville, and also the series of impersonations of old-time 
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beaux in which he has especially distinguished himself. He appeared as Lord Fella- 

mar in Joseph's Sweetheart. In the tentative production at the Criterion on Nov. 27 
of The Widow Winsome Mr. Maude was the Captain Dearlove. He played Charles 
Farlow in That Doctor Cupid, produced at the Vaudeville on Jan. 14, 1889; Charles 
Spangle in Angelina, produced at the same theatre on May 9; and John Hackabout 

in The Old Home, produced at the same theatre on June 19. In Man and the Woman, 
tentatively produced at the Criterion on Dec. 19, Mr. Maude was the Philip O'Mara. 
He appeared as Mr. Solmes in Clarissa, produced at the Vaudeville on Feb. 6, 1890, 
and as Lory in Miss Tomboy, produced there on March 20. Meantime, on March 6 
he had assisted in the tentative production at the Vaudeville of Meadow Sweet. Mr. 
Maude played Henry Chettle in Kit Marlowe, produced at the Shaftesbury Theatre 
on July 4, and Cool in a revival of London Assurance at the Criterion on Nov. 27. 
He appeared as Cunninghame in Twelve Points of the Law at the Criterion on March 
12, 1891. Mr. Maude was the Sir Benjamin Backbite in the Criterion revival of 
The School for Scandal on April 1. In the single performance of Richard Savage at the 
Criterion on April 16 he played Sir Richard Steele. When Handfast was revived 
at the Shaftesbury on May 16, Mr. Maude resumed his old part of Woodville. On 
Nov. 27 he joined Mr. Henry Arthur Jones's company at the Avenue Theatre, taking up 
the’ part of Palsom in The Crusaders, and subsequently, on Jan. 30, 1892, appearing 
as Juxon Prall in the revival of Judah at the same theatre. In Happy Returns, pro- 
duced at the Vaudeville on March 1, Mr. Maude played Mr. Horace Diprose. He 
went to the Criterion on April 30 to assume the character of the Duke of Mayfair in 
The Fringe of Society. At this theatre, on June 8, he played Desmaret in a morn- 
ing performance of Plot and Passion. He was the William Woodcock in A Lucky 
Dog, first played at the Strand on July 4. Inthe autumn he joined Mrs. Langtry for 
her season at the Haymarket, appearing as Baron Finot in The Queen of Manoa, pro- 
duced on Sept. 15; as Grahame M‘Farlane in Agatha Tylden, produced on Oct. 18; 
und as Mr. Justice Gyves in Zhe Burglar and the Judye, produced on Nov. 5. Mr. 
Maude appeared during 1893 in The County Councillor, produced at the Trafalgar 
Square Theatre—after a morning performance—on Feb, 4; in An Underground Journey, 
produced at the Comedy Theatre on Feb. 9; in The Babble Shop, parody, produced at 
the Trafalgar Square Theatre on March 30; in The Great Unpaid, produced at the 
same theatre on May 9; in The Second Mrs. Tanqueray as Cayley Drummle, produced 
at the St. James’s Theatre on May 27; and in Sowing the Wind, produced at the Comedy 
Theatre on Sept. 30. He appeared as Lord Dazzleton in Dick Sheridan, produced at 
the Comedy on Feb. 3, 1894. In Frou-Frou, produced on the afternoon of March 17, 
and put in the evening bill on March 31, he was the Brigard. In The New Woman, 
produced on Sept. 1, he played Colonel Cazenove. 


MISS EVELYN MILLARD. 


Miss Everyn Mittarp “ walked on” at the Haymarket during the run of The Dancing 
Girl in 1891. Then she played a variety of important parts—Juliet, Hero, and Julia, to 
wit—with Miss Sarah Thorne’s company at Margate. She joined Mr. Thomas Thorne 
for a provincial tour, appearing as Sophia in Mr. Buchanan’s comedy of that name ; as 
Clara Seiten in Money; as Miss Tomboy, and as Fanny Goodwill, in Joseph. In 
December she went to the Adelphi, succeeding to Miss Elizabeth Robins’s part, Constance, 
in The Trumpet Call, She was the Alice Lee in The White Rose, produced on April 23, 
1892, and the Sybil Garfield in The Lights of Home, produced on July 30. In The Black 
Domino, produced on April 1, 1893, Miss Millard played Mildred Vavasour. She played 
Rosamund in a tour of Sowing the Wind, and then succeeded Mrs. Patrick Campbell as 
Dulcie Larondie at the St. James's Theatre, making her first appearance there on 
November 10, 1894. 


MISS MILLWARD. 


Miss Jesse Mititwarp made her first professional appearance with the Kendals at the 
St. James’s Theatre in 1881, playing, notably, Mrs. Mildmay in Still Waters Run 
Deep ; Mabel Maryon in Coralie; and, her first original part, Mary Preston in The Cape 
Mail, produced on October 27, 1887. Afterwards she went on tour with Miss Genevieve 
Ward, appearing as Alice Verney in Forget-Me-Not. She returned to London to play 
Hero in the Lyceum production of Much Ado About Nothing on October 11, 1882, and she 
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remained a member of Mr. Irving’s company for the next two years, accompanying him 
to America in July 1883. During this engagement she appeared as Jessica in The 
Merchant of Venice, as Lady Touchwood in The Belle’s Stratagem, as Annette in The Bells, 
as Anne in Richard JII., as Marie in Louis XI, as Julie in Richelieu, and as Janette in 
The Lyons Mail. Miss Millward visited the United States a second time in 1884, playing, 
notably, Pauline in Called Back, at the Fifth Avenue Theatre. Returning to England 
in July 1885, she became the leading lady at the Adelphi, first appearing in revivals 
of Arrah-na-Pogue and The Colleen Bawn. In Harbour Lights, produced on December 23, 
1885, she was the Dora Vane, in The Bells of Haslemere, produced on July 28, 1887, she 
was the Evelyn Brovkfield ; in The Union Jack, produced on July 19, 1888, she was the 
Ethel Arden; and in The Silver Falls, produced on the following December 22, she was 
the Primrose Easterbrook. In 1889 Miss Millward accompanied Mr. Terriss on a star- 
ring tour to America, making her reappearance in London, at Drury Lane, on May 12, 
1890, in Paul Kauvar, as Diane de Beaumont. In the autumn she joined the regular 
company at Drury Lane, appearing in the production of A Million of Money on September 6 
as May Maythorne. In the revival of Monte Cristo at the Avenue on February 7, 1891, 
Miss Millward was the Mercedes. She was the Miss Young in Diamond Deane, produced 
at. the Vaudeville on the following March 18. Then she returned to Drury Lane, 
appearing as Susan Merton in a revival of Jt’s Never Too Late to Mend, on April 11; as 
Jenny Bowker in a revival of Formosa, on May 28 ; as Gervaise in a revival of Drink, 
on June 23; and as Marie Delaunay in A Sailor's Knot, produced on September 5. 
During 1892 Miss Millward again appeared with the Lyceum company, as Queen Eleanor 
in Becket. She returned to Drury Lane for the autumn melodrama, playing Rose 
Woodmere in The Prodigal Daughter, produced on September 17, and she again visited 
America with the Lyceum company last autumn. In The Fatal Card, produced at the 
Adelphi on September 6, she played Margaret Marabel. 


"MR. HARRY MONKHOUSE- 


Mr. Harry Monknouse was born at Newcastle-on-Tyne in 1854, and was educated 
at the local grammar school. He was an amateur before he became a professional actor, 
his earlier engagements being at the Theatre Royal, Blyth, and the Theatre Royal, 
Jersey. Atthe Grecian Theatre in 1879 he made a notable hit as Sam Lazarus in 
The Black Flag. Then, attracting the notice of West End managers, he obtained engage- 
ments at the Alhambra and at the Gaiety, where he appeared notably in Mr. Arthur 
Matthison’s burlesque melodrama More Than Ever on November 1, 1882; as Téte de 
Veau in Blue Beard, produced on March 12, 1893; and as Prospero in Ariel, produced on 
October 8. When Miss Nellie Farren enlisted some of her colleagues at the Gaiety for a 
tour of the provinces Mr. Monkhouse joined her, and subsequently he went on tour on his 
own account with a farcical comedy entitled Larks, oathaeel at Southport on February 22, 
1886. In 1889 Mr. Monkhouse again appeared in London as Bouillabaisse in Paul Jones 
at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on January 12. In Marjorie, produced on January 18, 
1890, he was the Gosric, and in Captain Thérése, produced on August 25, he was the 
M. Duvet. When The Rose and the Ring was produced on December 20, 1890, for the 
afternoon delectation of the children, Mr. Monkhouse played Valoroso. In Maid Mariana, 
produced on February 5, 1891, he was the Sir Tristram Testy. In June he succeeded Mr. 
Lionel Brough as Vanderkoopen in La Cigale at the Lyric. At Woolwich, on Novem- 
ber 16, he produced Pat, a farcical comedy, with which he has, in the meantime, toured the 
provinces, On January 4, 1892, he played Bartolo in The Mountebanks; on October 6, 
1892, he played Don Pedro in the prodaction of Zncognita at the Lyric Theatre. On 
January 14, 1893, he produced at the Shaftesbury La Fosiére, his own adaptation of 
Jaconde, set to music by Mr. Jakobowski; and on January 19 he appeared as Telemachus 
Ulysses Carambollas in the production of The Magic Opal at the Lyric. On June 15 he 
appeared as Jonathan in Poor Jonathan, then produced at the Prince of Wales's Theatre ; 
and on October 14 he appeared as the Rev. Montagu Brierly in The Gaiety Girl. 


MISS EVA MOORE. 


Miss Eva Moore made her first appearance on the staze at the Vaudeville Theatre 
as Varney in Proposals. a farcical comedy tentatively played on December 15, 1887. She 
shortly became a regular member of the company there, and on February 18, 1888, 
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appeared as Alice Brand in Mr. Justin M‘Carthy’s little play The Red Rag. Eventually 
she succeeded Miss Marie Linden as Dora in The Don, and in other parts. Miss Moore 
went to the Shaftesbury on the termination of her engagement at Toole’s, and in The 
Middleman, produced on August 27, 1889, played Felicia Umfraville. She took part in 
the tentative production of The Home Feud at the Comedy on February 14, and in the 
tentative production of Pedigree at Toole’s on March 28, 1890. She joined the Court 
Theatre, and there played the Countess of Drumdurris in The Cabinet Minister, produced 
on April 23. In Culprits, produced at Terry’s on March 5, 1891, Miss Moore was the 
‘Gwendoline Fairlight. She played Mrs. Richard Webb in The Late Lamented, when it 
was reproduced at the Strand on August 1, 1891. In the following November Miss 
Moore was married to Mr. Henry V. Esmond. In the revival of Our Boys at the 
Vaudeville on September 14, 1892, Miss Moore was the Violet Melrose. She appeared 
at the Court in the triple bill during the spring of 1893. Then she went to the Opera 
Comique for the production on March 25 of Man and Woman. In Little Christopher 
Columbus, produced at the Lyric Theatre on October 10, she was the Pepita for a great 
part of the run. In A Gay Widow, produced at the Court Theatre on October 20, 1894, 
she appeared.as Nellie Dadly. 







MR. LIONEL RIGNOLD. 


Mr. Lionet Rienotp is a member of a family that has produced many notable 
actors. Heisasonof Mr. Henry Rignold, a once popular comedian at the East End, 
and a cousin of Mr. William and Mr. George Rignold. Mr. Lionel Rignold began his 
career as a member of the stock company at Cardiff—having, it may be mentioned, been 
“carried on” in Mr. and Mrs. White during his infancy. Engagements at Whitehaven 
and Bradford followed, and tours with Mr. Charles Collette, the Majiltons—he was the 
original Zachariah Whiffen in The Gay City—and Miss Kate Vaughan, to whose Peggy 
Thrift he played Jack Moody. Mr. Rignold’s first engagement in London was with Mr. 
Leader at Her Majesty's. He played King Kosmos in an extravaganza, but he may be 
said to have begun his career onthe London stage with his performance of Alderman 
Doddipods in Pleasure, produced at Drury Lane on September 3, 1887. Proceeding to 
the Adelphi, Mr. Rignold played Harry Ascalon in London Day by Day, produced on 
September 14, 1889. In The Bride of Love, tentatively produced at the Adelphi on 
May 21, 1890, he played Zephyros, a cockney attendant on Eros. In The English Rose. 
produced on August 2, he was the Nicodemus Dickenson, a sporting sharp. Mr. Rignold 
played Mr. Puffy in a revival of The Streets of London on May 7, 1891. In The 
Trumpet Call, produced on August 1, 1891, he was the Professor Ginnifer, a showman. 
Mr. Rignold played Jeremiah Holdfast in The White Rose, produced on April 23, 1892, 
and Jim Chowne in The Lights of Home, produced on the following July 30. Then he 
paid a visit to Australia, chiefly for the sake of his health, but also with the object of 
playing a brief engagement there. On his return to England in the spring of 1893 Mr. 
Rignold appeared as Sergeant Buster in a revival of Forbidden Fruit at the Vaudeville 
on May 6. In The Two Johnnies, produced at the Trafalgar Theatre on October 5, he 
appeared as Josiah Bulman, and then he went North to fulfil a pantomime engagement, 
being a popular favourite in that class of entertainment. Mr. Rignold toured the 
provinces with All the Comforts of Home. He then rejoined the Drury Lane company, 
appearing as Joe Aylmer in the Derby Winner, produced on September 15, 1894. 






MISS ELIZABETH ROBINS. 


Miss Exzapera Rosis is an American, and made her early appearances on the stage 
in her own country. She was ordered rest and change, and in these circumstances 
reached London in the spring of 1889. She accepted an engagement to play Mrs. Errol 
in Little Lord Fauntleroy, at the Opera Comique on March 9. On May 8, at the same 
theatre, she appeared as Alice Varney in Forget-Me-Not, with Miss Genevieve Ward; and 
on July 5 she appeared as Grace Hargrove in Miss Ward's production of Forgotten at the 
Grand, Islington. On July 17 Miss Robins appeared at the Opera Comique as Martha 
Bernick in The Pillars of Society. In Her Own Witness, at the Criterion, on the morn- 
ing of November 6, she played Pauline de Lassonguerre. Miss Robins went to the 
Avenue to play Louisa Brown in Dr. Bill, produced on February 1, 1890. On February 18 
she a as Ross de Brefour in Quicksands, then produced at the Comedy. She 
played Sybil Wisdom in The Wi/l and the Way, produced at the Avenue on May 21, and 
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Nina in Art and Love, produced at the Avenue on June 24. In The Sixth Commandment, 
produced at the Shaftesbury on November 8, she was the Liza. On January 27, 1891, 
Miss Robins appeared at Terry's Theatre as Mrs. Lindon in A Doll’s House. Shortly after 
she tried the bold adventure of a series of Ibsen performances at the Vaudeville in conjunc- 
tion with Miss Lea. Miss Robins appeared as Mrs. Hedda Tesman in Hedda Gabler, 
produced at the Vaudeville on the morning of April 20, and subsequently put into the 
evening bill. She went to the Adelphi to appear as Constance in The Trumpet Call, 
produced on August 1. On September 26 she was the Countess de Cintre in The American, 
produced at the Opera Comique. She appeared as Karin in the play of that name, 
played at the Vaudeville on May 10, 1892. On February 20, 1893, The Master Builder 
was produced at the Trafalgar Square Theatre, and several times repeated with Miss 
Robins as Hilda. In Alan’s Wife, produced at Terry’s Theatre on April 28, she was the 
Jean Creyke. In Rosmersholm, prodaced at the Opera Comique on May 31, Miss Robins 
appeared as Rebecca West, and in Brand, produced at the same theatre on June 2, as 
Agnes. OnJuly1 she returned to the Adelphi for the production of 4 Woman’s Revenge. 
Then she went to the Garrick to play Countess Zicka in the revival of Diplomacy, on 
November 2. In Mrs. Lessingham, produced at the Garrick on April 7, 1894, Miss 
Robins played the name-part. She went on tour in the autumn with an Ibsen repertory. 


MR. BASSETT ROE. 


Me. Bassett Ror acquired a useful and varied experience in the provinces with Mr. 
Barry Sullivan’s company and others. His Paolo Macari in Called Back was a notable 
success ; and so was his Richard, Duke of Glo’ster in Jane Shore. He appeared at the 
Olympic in February 1887 in The Dark Secret, and subsequently at many matinées. 
On May 17 he appeared as Prince Zouroff in a morning performance of Moths; on May 27 
as Lord Calvert in Af/fer; on June 27 as Blake in Constance Frere; and on June 30 as 
the Marguis Vivaldi, in Dawa—all at the Vaudeville. On July 11 he played Obed Snow 
in Obed Snow's Philanthropy, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre. Then he joined 
Miss Hawthorne at the Princess’s Theatre, appearing as Arkwright, the detective, in 
Shadows of a Great City, produced on July 14. In a revival of The Cclonel at the 
Comedy on July 25 Mr. Roe was he Lambert Streyke. On September 5 he appeared at 
the Grand Theatre, Islington, with Mr. Macdermott’s company in Racing. He took part 
in a tentative morning performance of Fettered Freedom at the Vaudeville on Septem- 
ber 28. In Siberia, produced at the Princess’s on December 14, Mr. Roe was the Lieut. 
Somailoff. In Uncle Tom’s Cabin, revived on December 24, he was the Dan Haley, and 
in The Mustery of a Hansom Cab, produced on February 23, 1888, he was the Oliver 
Whyte. Meanwhile, on February 16, Mr. Roe played the Duke of Lovebrook in His 
Romance, then tentatively produced at the Olympic. He was the Comte de Varviile in a 
morning performance of Camille at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on March 22, 1888. He 
added yet one more portrait to his gallery of foreign adventurers in A Daughter's 
Sacrifice, tentatively produced at the Globe on May 23. He was the Franklyn Fordham 
in The Still Alarm, when it was produced at the Princess’s on August 2, and eventually 
succeeded to the part of Doe Wilbur. Joining Miss Wallis’s company at the Shaftesbury, 
Mr. Roe was the Beauseant in The Lady of Lyons, revived on November 19. On March 2, 
1889, he appeared as Joseph Surface, supporting the Lady Teazle of Miss Kate Vaughan, 
in a morning performance of School for Scandal at the Globe; and on June 11 he played 
Rolando in a morning performance of The Honeymoon at the Vaudeville. Meantime, he 
had joined the Princess's company for the production, on June 3, of True Heart, in which 
he was the Sir Ralph Minto, and subsequently he appeared in Master and Man. In 
Isalda, a poetical play by Mr. F. Horner, produced at Toole’s on February 14, 1890, Mr. 
Roe appeared as Don Antonio; he played Dr. Lamb in an historical drama entitled The 
Favourite of the King. produced at the Come¢y on March 11; Victor Leroux in Released, 
produced at the Comedy on April 9; Lycas in The Bride of Love, produced at the Adelphi 
on May 21; Pietro in A Buried Talent, produced at the Vaudeville on June 5; and Lord 
Reverie in Art and Love, produced at the Avenue on June 24—all morning performances. 
In The English Rose, produced at the Adelphi on August 2, he was the Sir Phitip ae 
ston. During part of the run of The Henrietta at the Avenue in the spring of 1891 Mr. 
Roe appeared as Watson Flint. He was the Nathan in a production of Leah at the 
Vaudeville on May 7, and the Henri Vandelle in Esther Sandraz, played at the Criterion 
on June 16—both morning performances. In Mrs. Annesley, produced at the Criterion 
on July 1, he was the Mr. Brandreth. In Fate and Fortune, played at the Princess's for 
a few nights from July 27, he was the Ralph Glendon. A revival of Arrah-Na-Pogue 
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followed on August 29, with Mr. Roe as the Major Coffin. He played Mad Antony in 
Mr. Hatton’s version of Prince and Pauper, produced at the Vaudeville on October 12, 


and in Novemberassumed the part of Talleyrand in A Royal Divorce, at the New Olympic. 


In a version of Oliver Twist, produced at this theatre on December 21, Mr. Roe was the 
Bill Sikes. Mr. Roe then visited America with Mr. Willard, reappearing with him at the 


Comedy on June 16 in The Middleman, and subsequently appearing in The Professor's 
Love Story. 


‘MISS KATE RORKE. 


Miss Kate Rorxe made her first appearance on the stage as one of the schoo!-girls in 
Olivia, at the Court Theatre. Olivia, which was produced on March 30, 1878, ran 136 
nights. In the spring of 1880 she was at the Haymarket, appearing on May 1 as 
Sybil in a revival of School. Shortly after Miss Rorke joined the Criterion company, with 
which she remained several years. She appeared on Dec. 15, 1881, as Lottie in Foggerty’s 
Fairy; on March 14, 1882, as Fanny Simpson in Fourteen Days; and on Septem- 
ber 2 as Minnie in Little Miss Muffit. Miss Rorke went to the Court Theatre for 
the production, on March 24, 1883, of Zhe Rector, to play Sally Brotherhood. In Mr. 
Calmour’s play entitled Love's Messenger, produced at the Novelty Theatre on July 22, 
1884, Miss Rorke was the May Herbert. In Zhe Candidate, produced at the Criterion 
on Vecember 22, she was the Lady Dorothy Osterley. Miss Rorke’s first appearance in 
the “line of business” with which she is now associated was as Lucy Preston in The 


: Silver Shield, produced at the Strand on the morning of May 19, 1885, and subsequently 


removed to the Comedy Theatre. At the Vaudeville on January 12, 1886, she appeared 
as Belinda Brown in Plebeians; and on April 12 as Sophia in Mr. Buchanan’s comedy of 
that name, then produced. Miss Rorke assisted in the performance of Mr. Buchanan's 
adaptation from Louis Stevenson, entitled A Dark Night’s Vengeance, produced at the 
Vaudeville on April 9, 1887; and took part in the tentative performance of May and 
December at tue Criterion on April 25. In Held by the Enemy, produced on July 2, she 
was the Rachel M‘Creery. Miss Rorke played Lucy Robbins in Heart of Hearts, pro- 
duced at the Vaudeville on November 3. In Joseph's Sweetheart, produced there on 
March 8, 1888, she was the Fanny Goodwill. She played Dorothea in The Widow 
Winsom, produced at the Criterion on November 27; Geraldine Dalwyn in Palmistry, 
produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on April 13; and Lady Vavir in Broken 
Hearts, revived at the Savoy on June 4. At the Opera Comique, on January 21, 1889, 
Miss Rorke appeared as Margaret Gyde in Zares. In the tentative performance of 4 
‘ool’s Paradise ut the Gaiety on February 12 she was the Kate Derwent. Then her 
engagement at the Garrick began, with the production of The Profligate on April 24. 
She appeared at the Globe on December 19 as Helena in A Midsummer Night's Dream. 
In A Pair of Spectacles, produced at the Garrick on February 28, 1890, Miss Rorke 
played Mrs. Goldfinch. She was the Grace Harkaway in a morning performance of 

Assurance on April 22, and she played Susie Leyton in the production of Mrs. 
Bancroft’s little play A Riverside Story at the Haymarket on May 22. Miss Rorke was 
the Camilla Brent in Lady Bountifui, produced at the Garrick on March 7, 1891, and 
the Bella, in School, revived on September 19. On January 2, 1892, A Fool's Par wise 
was revived, and Miss Rorke played her old part, Kate Derwent. In Rolin Goodfellow, 
produced on January 5, 1893, Miss Rorke was the Grace Barbrook. In the revival of 


- Diplomacy on February 18, she was the Dora. She took part in the moraing performance 


of Jealous in Honour, at the Garrick, on April 27. In Casée, revived ut the Garrick on 


February 1, she played Esther Eccles. She played Lady Anne Seaton in Mrs. Lvssingham, 
produced on April 7. In the revival of Money on May 19, she was the Clara Douglas, 


MR. H. REEVES SMITH. 


Ma. H. Reeves Suita, who is a son of Mr. G. Reeves Smith, for some time manager 
of the Brighton Aquarium, had only just left school when, in 1878, he joined Miss Heath’s 
Jane Shore company. Then he played during two stock seasons at the Theatre Royal, 
Hull. He made his first appearance in London at the Olympic Theatre in 879 as 
Richard Hare in East Lynne. Proceeding to the Court Theatre, Mr. Smith played Tom 
Lilford in H. J. Byron’s Courtship, produced there on October 17, 1879, and subsequently 
for seventeen months he played Dolly in Betsy on tour. During 1881-82 Mr, Smith spent 
six months in America as a member of Mr, Abbey’s Park Theatrecompany, Oa April 22, 
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1882, he appeared at the Royalty in Zong Ago. In Miss Fanny Davenport's production 
of Diane at Toole’s Theatre on September 9 he was the Duke de Riva. He took part in 
a revival of Betsy at the Criterion, toured with the Vokes family, and appeared with 
Mr. J. S. Clarke at the Strand. In The Private Secretary, reproduced at the Prince's 
Theatre on March 29, 1884, Mr. Smith played Harry Marsland, proceeding with Mr. 
Hawtrey to the Globe. In Mr. David James's revival of Our Boys at the Strand Mr 
Smith played Charles Middlewick, afterwards returning to the Globe. During a fifteen 
months’ engagement at the Court Theatre, Mr. Smith played, notably, Bertie Fitzurse in 
New Men and Old Acres, and Herbert in Young Mrs. Winthrop. He played Andrew 
Moorcraft in the Kendals’ production of Mayfair, on October 31, 1885. He toured the 
provinces with Mr. J. S. Clarke, subsequently wich the Conway-Farren comedy company, 
and then went with Mr. Clarke to America. He was the Anstruther in Mr. Barnes of 
New York, reproduced at the Olympic on May 18, 1588. Then he succeeded Mr. 
3ernard Gould as Clement Halein Sweet Lavender at Terry's Theatre. In April Showers, 
produced at the Comedy for a series of morning performances, on April 9, 1890, Mr 
Smith played Frank Lacy. He was the Philip Chaloner in That Girl, tentatively 
produced at the Haymarket on July 30, 1890. In The Bookmaker, produced at the Gaiety 
on August 9, he appeared as Lord Maidment. In Our Regiment, revived at Toole’s 
Theatre on January 27, 892, he played the Rev. John Talbot. In Strathlogan, produced 
at the Princess's on June 9, Mr. Smith played Maurice O'Mara. In the revival of Our 
Boys, at the Vaudeville, on September 14, be again played Charles Middlewick. He 
played the young lover in The Showman’s Daughter, produced at the Royalty on January 6, 
1892. In Uncle John, produced at the Vaudeville April 3, he played Charlie Bryce. 
Mr. Smith eventually joined the cast of Charley's Aunt, at the Globe, and in the front 
piece, entitled Jn the Eyes of the World, nominally * produced ” on March 2¢, 1894, played 
Richard Carlton, 


MR. EDWARD TERRY. 


Mr. Epwarp Terry was born in London on March 10, 1844, and made his first 
appearance on the stage at the Mechanics’ Institute, Christchurch, Hants, as Wormwood, 
in The Lottery Ticket, on August 15, 1863. For several years he lived the hard life of a 
poor provincial actor, but eventually came to London with the recommendation of Mr. 
Charles Calvert as a Shakspearian comedian, having appeared, notably, as the clown in 
Mr. Calvert’s production of Antony and Cleopatra at the Prince’s Theatre, Manchester. 
During his novitiate in the provinces Mr. Terry supported Mr. E. A. Sothern and Mr. 
G. V. Brooke. Mr. Terry made his first appearance in London at the Surrey Theatre on 
September 14, 1867, as Finnikin Fusseltox, in A Oure for the Fidgets, and as Limping 
Dick, in Nobody's Child, under tne Shepperd and Creswick management. After this he 
went to the Lyceum, where he played the First Gravedigger in Ham/et, under the manage- 
ment of Mr. E. T. Smith. A provincial tour, under the Swanborough management, led to 
an engagement at the Strand Theatre, which began in 1869, and lasted six years. Among 
Mr. Terry's performances there were the King of Toledo, in Byron’s Pilgrim of Love ; 
Mrs. Sheppard, in Farnie’s dle Apprentice ; Cambyses, in William Brough’s Pygmalion ; 
Stephen Harrowby, in The Poor Gentleman; the Vampire, in Reece’s burlesque of that 
name; Roderick, in Byron's Lady of the Lane; Cassidy, in Byron’s Old Soldiers; 
Lieutenant Lamb, in the same author’s Old Sailors; Joe Sully, in Robert Reece’s May ; 
Captain Ginger, in Byron’s Weak Woman; Paul Pry; Kalyba, in Burnand’s Sir George 
and a Dragon ; Polyphloisboio, in the same author's Orion; and Caleno, in Mr. Farnie's 
Neresis. Fromthe Strand Mr. Terry proceeded to the Gaiety, where, in 1876, he opened 
as King Charles, in Byron's Little Don Cesar de Bazan. During the same year he appeared 
as Devilshoof, in the same, author's Boh«mian ‘iy'url. Mr. Terry was the Mr. Orskin 
Prosser in Burnand’s farce A Musical Box, produced on October 1, 1877; the Mephisto, 
in Byron’s Little Doctor Faust, produced on the following October 13; the Count, in 
Byron's Jl Sonnambulo, produced on April 6, 1878; the Jeames, in Byron’s comedy of 
that name. produced on the following August 26; the Claude Frollo, in the same author's 
Pretty Esmeralda, produced on April 2, 1879; the Casimir, in The Grand Casimir, pro- 
duced on the following September 27 ; and the Roy, in Mr. Burnand'’s Robbing Roy, pro- 
duced on the following November 11. In 1880 Mr. Reece’s Forty Thieves was produced, 
being the first of the three-act burlesques. Mr. Terry was the Ali Baba; Miss Farren 
the Ganem; Mr. Royce the Hassarac; and Miss Kate Vaughan the Morgiana. In the 
sume author's Aladdin, produced on December 24, 1881, Mr. Terry was the Abanazar. 
Blue Beard in 1883 and Camaralzaman in 1884 bring us to the end of Mr. Terry's con- 
nection with the Gaiety. For a long time Mr. Terry toured the provinces with a repertory, 
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playing notably Montague Joliffe, in Jn Chancery, and Chevalier Walkinshaw, in The 
Rocket, both of which plays had been produced at the Gaiety in the meantime. He re- 
appeared in London on December 16, 1886, at the Olympic, as Mr. Chuffey, in The 
Churchwarden, On October 17, 1887, Mr. Terry opened his own theatre in the Strand 
with a revival of The Churchwarden. This was followed on December 1 following by 
The Woman Hater. On March 21, 1888, Sweet Lavender was produced, with Mr. Terry 
as Dick Phenyl. It was played 670 times. On October 24, 1891, The Times was pro- 
duced, with Mr. Terry as Mr. Egerton Bompas, This was followed on April 13, 1892, 
by a revival of The Magistrate, in.which Mr. Terry, for the first time, played Mr. Poskett. 
On December 8, 1892, Mr. Terry played the part of the quaint old money-lender who 
gave his name to Uncle Mike, but the play was a failure. So was Flight, which followed 
on February 16,1893. On April 30, 1894, Mr. Terry (having meantime visited Australia) 
reappeared in burlesque—to wit, in King Kodak, produced at his own theatre, but under 
other management. Then he went on tour, with his own company, producing two new 
pieces— The Blue Boar and Innocents Abroad. 


MISS MARION TERRY. 


Miss Marton Terry made her first appearance at Manchester in July 1873 as 
Ophelia. On the following October 4 she took part, at the Olympic Theatre, in a revival 
of A Game of Romps, and in the following year played Hero in Much Ado Ahout Nothing. 
Subsequently, at the Strand Theatre, Miss Terry appeared in various plays by H. J. 
Byron—as Clara Mayfield, for instance, in Old Sailors, and as Lilian Garthorne in 
Weak Woman. Atthe Haymarket, in September 18734, she played Dorothy in Dan'l 
Druce, then produced. In Pygmalion and Galatea, revived on January 20, 1877, she was 
Galatea. During her engagement at the Haymarket Miss Terry appeared as Zeolide, in 
a revival of The Palace of Truth, as Lydia, in The Love Chase, as Belinda, in the original 
production of Engaged, and as Florence Bristowe, in The Crushed Tragedian. In the 
spring of 1878, at the Olympic Theatre, she played the heroine in Mr. W. S. Gilbert's 
Vagabond. In August 1878, at the Court Theatre, Miss Terry played Olivia, in 
succession to her sister, Miss Ellen Terry. At the Olympic, in the following October, 
she played Louise, in a revival of The Two Orphans; and she took part in a morning 
performance, on November 8, of 4 Republican Marriage, by Mrs. Ho'ford. When Duty 
was produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, on September 27, 1879, Miss Terry was 
the Mabel Holme. In a revival of Schovl, at the Haymarket, on May 1, 1880, she was 
the Bella, and in a revival of Masks and Faces, on February 5, 1881. she was the Mabel 
Vane. In Far from the Madding Crowd, produced at Liverpool on February 27, she was 
the Bathsheba Everdene. At the Court Theatre, on November 7, Miss Terry appeared 
as the heroine of Mr. Boucicault’s play Mimi, and in the immediate revival of Engaged, 
on November 30, she was the Belinda Treherne. On April 8, 1882, The Parvenu was 
produced at this theatre, with Miss ‘erry as Gwendoline Pettigrew. In Comrades, whivh 
followed, on December 16, she was the Lady Constance Birklands. Miss Terry played 
Hope Henessy in The Rector, produced at the Court Theatre on March 24, 1883. In The 
Miltionaire, produced on September 27, she was the Katherine Guyon. On November 6, 
1884, Miss Terry appeared as Mrs. Douglas Winthrop, in Young Mrs. Winthrop. She 
appeared as Lady Curtaret, in The Opal Ring, produced on January 28, 1885; as Haidee 
Burnside, in The Denhams, produced on February 21; and as Charlotte, in The Magistrate, 
produced on March 21. Then her long association with the Court Theatre cams to an 
end. At the Vaudeville, on January 17, 1887, Miss Terry appeared as Bertha Saxon in 
Mr. Jones’s comedy Hard Hit. She was the Olga Marakoffin The Red Lamp, produced 
at the Comedy on April 20, 1887, and subsequently transferred to the Haymarket, where, 
on September 15, Miss Terry appeared also a- Loyse, in The Ballad-Singer, then produced. 
In Partners, produced at the Haymarket on January 5, 1888, she was the Claire. At 
the Vaudeville, on the morning of April 2, 1889, Miss Terry appeared as Mrs. Forrester 
in Mrs. “ John Strange Winter's” play, Rumour. In Little Lord Fauntleroy. produced 
on April 13, 1889, she was the Mrs. Errol. Miss Terry played the name-part in Cyrene, 
produced at the Avenue on June 27, 1890. In the autumn of that year she began a long 
association with Mr. George Alexander's company. Miss Terry was the Helen Latimer 
in Sunlight and Shadow, produced at the Avenue on November 1, 1890; the Lady Harding 
in The Idler, produced at the St. James’s Theatre on February 26, 1891; the Armande in 
Moliére, produced on July 17, 1891; the Evelyn Carew in Lord Anerley, produced on 
November 7, 1891; and the Nina Ferrars in Forgiveness, produced on December a 1891.

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In Lady Windermere’s Fan, produced on February 20, 1892, Miss Terry was the Mrs. 
Erlynne; and in Liberty Hall, produced on December 3, 1892, the Blanche. In The Cotton 
King, produced at the Adelphi on March 10, Miss Terry played Hetty Drayson. 


MR. SIDNEY VALENTINE. 


Mr. Stoney Varentine made his first appearance on the stage on Boxing Day, 
1881-2, at the Wellington Hall, Dover, with a company known as the Charles 
Dickens Company. He was then seventeen. Mr. Valentine next joined Mr. T. R. Nugent, 
and travelled with him for more than a year through the small towns of Wales, playing in 
‘everything, from Shakspeare to pantomime.” The weekly bill invariably included six 
pieces, besides farces aod burlesques. Subsequently, Mr. Valentine went on tour with 
The Colonel company, under the management of Mr. W. H. Griffiths. playing Richard 
Forrester. After a stock season in Scotland with Mr. Walter Searle, Mr. Valentine 
resumed the character of Richard Forrester in The Colonel, this time in Mr. Collette’s 
company, playing also various other parts in that gentleman's repertory. He remained 
with Mr. Collette nearly two years, und during that time made his first appearance 
in London, at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, where Mr. Collette gave a series of morning 
performances, while The Private Secretary, then first produced, occupied the bill in the 
evening. The pieces Mr. Collette played were The Liar, Cut Off With a Shilling, The 
Game of Speculation, and My Awful Dad. Mr. Valentine's next engagement was with 
Mr. Edward Compton. He played notably Young Marlow, Joseph Surface, Captain 
Dudley Smooth, and the Squire, in David Garrick. In the autumn of 1886 Mr. Comp- 
ton took the Strand Theutre for a six months’ season, playing David Garrick, The 
Rivals, The School for Scandal, and She Stoops to Conquer. In Goldsmith's comedy 
Mr. Valentine now played Tony Lumpkin. During the whole of 1887 and 1888 Mr. 
Valentine suffered from a serious illness that withdrew him from the stage. He made 
his reappearance as Danella, in Mr. Barnes of New York, but only played this part a 
few times in the provinces. Mr. Valentine became a member of the Criterion com- 
pany, playing Dunbilk, in the revival of Sti// Waters Run Deep, on January 19, 1889. 
In the original production of The Headless Man on July 27, 1889, he was the Mr. 
Nupley, and subsequently accompanied Mr. Wyndham to America. He was the Diggory 
in the Criterion production of She Stoops to Conquer on May 10, 1890. In Sowing 
and Reaping, produced on June 5, Mr. Valentine played Dick Hobbs. In Jilted, first 
played on August 6 following, he appeared as Mr. Potts, senior. On April 1, 1891, 
Mr. Wyndham revived The School for Scandal, with Mr. Valentine as Moses, Wild 
Oats, in which Mr. Valentine played Farmer Gammon, followed on May 18. In the 
tentative production of Shylock g Co. at the Criterion, on June 18, he played Dr. 
Gossage. In the revival of Brighton, on December 1, Mr. Valentine was the Mr. 
Carter. He played Major-General Bunthunder, in Haste to the Wedding, produced on 
July 27, 1892. In the revival of Betsy, on August 22, he was the Captain Macmanus ; 
and in The Old Lady, produced on November 19, he was the Barker. In The Bauble 
Shop, produced on January 26, 1892, Mr. Valentine played Mr. Stoach, M.P. Mr. 
Valentine made a great hit as Reuben Haines in a morning performance of Dan'l Druce, 
at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, on February 20. During the summer he recited at the 
Alhambra. : 


MISS IRENE VANBRUGH. 


Miss Irene Vansrvocx made her first appearance on the London stage as the White 
Queen and Jack of Hearts in Alice in Wonderland, revived at the Globe on December 26, 
1888—the parts originally played by Miss Kitty Abrahams. After a period of study 
with Miss Sarah Thorne, Miss Vanbrugh joined Mr. Toole’s company for « provincial 
tour. She was a member of the company that he took out to Australia in the spring of 
1890. Ou his return to London Mr. Toole produced Jbsen's Ghost on May 30, 1891, with 
Miss Vanbrugh as Thea. Then, in the dumb-show version of Jci on Parle Francais, 
produced on June 13, she appeared as Angelina. In Walker, London, produced on 
February 5, 1892, Miss Vanbrugh was the Belle Golightly. She played Otis Hopkins 
in Homburg, producec on May 3; and then left Toole’s for the Haymarket, where, on 
September 20, she appeared as Lettice in Zhe Tempter. Miss Vanbrugh appeared as 
Mabel Seabrook in the revival of Captain Swift on December 2. Miss Vanbrugh was 
the Eugenia in Mr. Zangwill’s quaint little piece, Six Persons, produced on December 22. 
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Ia The Charlatan, produced on February 18, 1894, she played a small part, and also 
understudied Mrs. Tree. Then she proceeded to the St. James's Theatre, where she was 
the Charley Wishanger in Zhe Masqueraders, produced on April 28. 


MR. HERBERT WARING. 


Mr. Hersart Warne was born in 1857, and made his first appearance on the stage at 
the Adelphi in 1877, as one of the Oxford crew, in a revival of Formosa. After a use- 
ful stock experience at the defunct Park Theatre, he returned to the Adelphi in 1878 
as walking gentleman, remaining there a year. During the five years ensuing Mr. 
Waring appeared in the provinces—notably as Colonel Hardy in Paul Pry, and as 
Arthur Medwin in Weak Woman (with Mr. Edward Terry's touring company); as 
Job Armroyd in Lost in London, Hawkshaw in The Ticket-of-Leave Man, Archibald 
Carlyle in East Ignne, Raphael in The Marble Heart, and Felix Featherstone in The 
Snowball. With the Caste company Mr. Waring played Captain Hawtree, Jack Poyntz, 
Talbot Piers, Tom Stylus, and Freddy Butterworth, in The Guv’nor. In July 1883 Mr. 
Waring joined the company of Messrs, Hare and Kendal at the St. James’s, and he re- 
mained therewith till 1888, playing various parts in the Kendal repertory, notably Colonel 
Macdonald in Jmpulse, Sir John Ingram in A Scrap of Paper, Jack Gambier in The 
Queen's Shilling, and Harold Boycott in The Money-Spinner. He was the Baron de 
Prefont in Zhe Jronmaster, produced on April 17, 1854, and subsequently played Octave ; 
he was the Oliver in 4s You Like It, revived on January 6, 1885; the Paul Sannoy in 
Antoinette Rigaud, produced on February 13, 1886; the Robert Burel in A Wife's 
Sacrifice, produced on May 25 succeeding; the Rev. Noel Brice in The Hobby Horse, 
produced on October 25; the Lord Charles Spencer in Clancarty, revived on March 3, 
1887; and the Gilbert Hythe in a revival of Zhe Squire, with which the Hare-Kendal 
management of the St. James’s Theatre terminated. In Marina, Mr. John Coleman's 
version of Mr. Barnes of New York, produced at the Gaiety on August 4, 1888, Mr. 
Waring was the Mr. Barnes, In the following October he joined Miss Mary Anderson’s 
company as leading man, accompanying her to America, and playing notably Romeo, 
Orlando, and Claude Melnotte. When The Doll's House was produced at the Novelty 
on June 7, 1889, Mr. Waring was the Torvald Helmer. He was the Cesare Angelotti 
in the Garrick production of Tosca, on November 28, 1889. In The Cabinet Minister, 
produced at the Court Theatre on April 23, 1890, he was the Valentine White. At the 
Shaftesbury, on the following October 8, he appeared as Prince Zosimoff in The Sixth 
Commandment, and as Geoffrey Landon in The Pharisee. When Mr. George Alexander 
opened the St. James's Theatre on January 31, 1891, Mr. Waring was the Mark Denzil 
in Sunlight and Shadow. He was the Sir John Harding in The Idler, produced on 
February 26, 1891, and the Harvey Lester in Lord Anerley, produced on November 7, 1891. 
In The Plowdens, produced at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on March 1, 1892, he 
played Paul Plowden ; and in Chris, produced at the Vaudeville on March 28, 1892, he 
played Captain Phipps. When The Country was produced at Terry's Theatre, on June 2, 
1892, Mr. Waring was the Duke of Allonby. In Strathlogan, produced at the Princess's 
on the following June 9, he played the dual character of John, Earl of Strathlogan, 
and Kenneth Kyrle. In The Awakening, produced at the Garrick Theatre on October 1, 
he was the John Peyton. He was the Solness in the performances of The Muster Builder 
at the Trafalgar Square Theatre and the Vaudeville, between February 24 and March 25, 
1893, and he was a member of the company that aided the Charringtons in their 
‘quintuple bill” experiment at Terry’s Theatre on June 3. He played the hero in An 
American Bride, with which Miss Janette Steer began her tenancy of Terry’s on October 11, 
and in her succeeding production, Gudgeons, on November 10, he was the Ffolliott 
Treherve. In The Masqueraders, produced at the St. James’s Theatre on April 28, Mr. 
Waring played Sir Bryce Skene. 


MR. BEN WEBSTER. 


Me. Ben Wessrer is a grandson of Benjamin Webster. He adopted the Bar asa 
profession and was called in November 1885, although, in the meantime, he had played 
Archie Hamilton in A Serap of P and Le Beau in As You Like It with the 
Kendals for a few nights. Two years later he rejoined them, having at length determined 
upon astage career. He made his first professional appearance on March 3, 1887, as 
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Lord Woodstock in Clancarty, then revived ; and subsequently, on tour, played Octave in 
The Ironmaster. In 1888 Mr. Webster joined Mr. Edouin at the Strand, appearing as 
Dr. Easyman in Katti on February 25; as Charles Grant in LZisie’s Rival (a morning 
performance for a benefit) on May 9; and as Montague Drury in Run Wild, produced 
on June 30, Meantime, on March 15, Mr. Webster played Austin Tresham in a perform- 
ance of The Blot in the ’Scutcheon at the Olympic. After leaving the Strand Mr. Ben 
Webster temporarily replaced Mr. Giddens in the revival of Betsy at the Criterion. He 
played Randolph Ferguson in The Policeman, produced at Terry's Theatre on November 1. 
Then he went to the Lyceum, where he appeared as Malcolm in the revival of Macbeth 
on December 29, When, on February 1, 1890, Mr. Alexander produced Dr. Bill at the 
Avenue Theatre, Mr. Webster appeared as George Webster. In Miss Cinderella, pro- 
duced on March 15, he was the Lord Raemore. He played Pierre in The Grandsire, 
revived on May 21; and Stanley Grant in The Will and the Way, produced on the 
same day. In The Struggle for Life, produced on September 25, he was the Count 
Adriani, and in Sunlight and Shadow, produced on November 1, he was the Adolphus 
Banfield. Meantime Mr. Webster had taken part in the performances of Henry IV. 
given by the Irving Amateur Dramatic Club at the Lyceum on April 29. He played 
Prince Hal. In the tentative production of Dr. Dabbs’s play at the Avenue, on June 24, 
he was the Roby Revene. On January 31, 1891, Mr. Alexander began his manage- 
ment of the St. James’s Theatre. Mr. Calmour's play, A Gay Lothario, was produced 
in front of Sunlight and Shadow, with Mr. Webster as the Sparks, and subsequently the 
Sir Harry Lovell. The close of the season was celebrated by the production, on July 17, 
of a one-act play, Moliére to wit, in which Mr. Webster was the Marquis. In Lord 
Anerley, produced on November 7, Mr. Webster was the George Beaufort. Meantime he 
had appeared in a few noteworthy matinées; in Dr. Dabbs’s play Our Angels, produced 
at the Vaudeville on March 3, he played Rupert Cardwell, MP. ; in Margaret Byng, pro- 


duced at the Criterion on December 8, he played Captain Dornton. In Lady Windermere’s 
Fan, produced on February 20, 1892, he was the Cecil Graham. In Liberty Hall, produced 
on December 3, he was the Hon. Gerald Harringay. A morning performance of The 
Plowdens on March 8 of this year at the Prince of Wales's Theatre had engaged Mr. 
Webster as Norman Plowden. In The Second Mrs. Tanqueray, produced on May 27, 
he appeared as Captain Hugh Ardale. In The Masqueraders, — on April 28, 


1894, he played George Copeland. In The Case of Rebellious 


m, produced at the 
Avenue on October 3, he appeared as Lucien Edenson. 


MR. E. S. WILLARD. 


Mr. E. S. Wittarv was born in Brighton in 1853. He made his first appearance on 
the stage at the Theatre Royal, Weymouth, on Boxing Day, 1869, as the Second Officer 
in The Lady of Lyons. For some time Mr. Willard remained on what is called the 
western circuit. Then he obtained an engagement at the Theatre Royal, Glasgow, where 
he met Mr. Sothern, and Sothern attached Mr. Willard to hiscompany. Leaving Sothern, 
Mr. Willard played, notably, John Ferne, in Progress; Blenkinsop, in 4n Unequal Match; 
Leucippe, in Pygmalion and Galatea; Chrysal, in the Palace of Truth; the O’Grady and 
Hardress Cregan, in Arrah-na-Pogue and Colleen Bawn ; Edmund, in King Lear ; William, 
in Black-Eyed Susan ; Romeo, Iago, Macduff; Falstaff, in King John ; and Wellborn, in 
A New Way to pay Old Debts. On Boxing Day, 1875, he made his first appearance in 
London at Covent Garden, playing Alfred Highflyer in A Roland for an Oliver. Sub- 
sequently he played Antonio to the Shylock of Charles Rice, and, at the Crystal Palace, 
Charles Courtley to the Dazzle of Mr. Charles Harcourt. A long intervalin the country 
followed. Mr. Willard fell in with such actors as Charles Mathews, Phelps, Toole, Helen 
Faucit, and Barry Sullivan, and played such parts as Macbeth, Sir Peter Teazle, Eugene 
Aram, Claude Melnotte, Sir Harcourt Courtley, Charles Surface, Benedick, Dubose and 
Lesurques, in The Lyons Mail; Robert Ffolliott, in The Shaughraun; Sydney Daryll, in 
Society; Young Marlow; Charles Middlewick, in Our Boys; and Augustus Vere, in 
Married in Haste. In 1881 he returned to London to take part with Miss Helen Barry 
in a series of morning performances at the Imperial Theatre—playing notably George de 
l'Esparra, in Led Astray ; and the crazy inventor in Arkwright’s Wife. At this time Mr. 
Willard was also appearing at Brighton in the evening. On September 10, 1881, he be- 
gan a long engagement at the Princess's, then appearing as Clifford Armytage in The 
Lights & London. In The Romany Rye, produced on June 10, 1882, he was the Philip 
Royston ; in The Silver King, produced on November 16, he appeared as Captain Skinner, 
otherwise the Spider. In Claudian, produced on December 6, 1883, Mr, Willard played 
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Holy Clement. He was the King in Mr. Barrett’s succeeding production of Hamlet. In 


Jumius, produced on February 26, 1885, Mr. Willard was the Tarquin. In Hoodman Blind, 


first played on August 18 following, he was the Mark Lezzard; in The Lord Harry, pro- 
duced on February 18, 1886, the Ezra Promise; and in Clito, produced on May 1, the 
Glaucius. When Mr. Barrett was on the point of visiting America in the autumn of 1886, 
Mr. Willard elected to remain athome. Hejoinedthe Haymarket company, and appeared 
as James Ralston in Jim the Penman. In Hard Hit, produced on January 17, 1887, he 
was the Tony Saxon. In the morning performance of The Amber Heart, at the Lyceum, 
on June 7, Mr. Willard played Coranto. He was the Gonzales in Mrs. Brown-Potter’s 
production of Loyal Love at the Gaiety on August 13. In The Pointsman, produced at 
the Olympic on August 29, he appeared as Dick Dugdale. Held by the Enemy succeeded 
The Pointsman on December 24, Mr. Willard playing Colonel Prescott. In a revival here 
of The Ticket-of-Leave Man, on January 28, 1888, Mr. Willard played the Tiger. On 
Febrvary 14 Miss Helen Barry gave a morning performance of Arkwright’s Wife at the 
Prince of Wales's Theatre, and Mr. Willard resumed the character of Peter Hayes. 
Christina, originally played at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre on the previous April 22, 
was revived at the Olympic on March 8, witn Mr. Willard as Count Freund. On 
March 20 he appeared as Master Walter, supporting Miss Fortescue, in a morning per- 
formance of The Hunchback at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre. He played Count Danella, 
in To the Death, Mr. Rutland Barrington’s version of ‘‘ Mr. Barnes of New York,” tenta- 
tively performed at the Olympic on March 23. On May 3, Mrs. Bandmann-Palmer 
played Lady Macbeth at the Jlympic, with Mr. Willard for her Macbeth. On May 16, 
To the Death went into the evening bill, Mr. Willard assuming his origins] part. In The 
Monk's Room, placed in the evening bill at the Globe on October 2, Mr. Willard played 
Sir Darrell Erne. Next year (1889) he undertook the management, with Mr. Lart, of 
the Shaftesbury Theatre, opening, in June, with a revival of Jim the Penman, On 
August 27 The Middleman was produced, with Mr. Willard as Cyrus Blenkarn. On 
March 17, 1890, Mr. and Mrs. Willard took part in a performance of My Aunt's Advice, 
at Drury Lane, for the benefit of the Royal General Theatrical Fund. At the Shaftesbury, 
on April 5, Dick Venables was produced, with Mr. Willard in the name-part. In alittle 
piece called The Violin Players, produced on April 22, Mr. Willard appeared as Philippo. 
On May 21 he played Judah Llewellyn in Judah, then produced. In The Deacon, by Mr. 
H. A. Jones, tentatively produced at the Shaftesbury on the morning of August 27, Mr. 


Willard played Mr. Boothroyd. Mr. Willard then spent the better part of his time in 
America, until June 16, 1894, when he reappeared in London at the Comedy Theatre, 
reviving The Middleman. On June 25 he produced The Professor's Love Story. 


MR FRANK WYATT. 


Mr. Franx Wyatt studied for six years at the Royal Academy Schools in his youth, 
but eventually abandoned art for the stage, playing smal) parts at the Criterion. Then 
he cael his services to the Strand, where, on February 3, 1879, he played Harry 
Prendergast in The Snowball, then produced. At the Folly Theatre, on April 14, he 
was the Mr. Fitzauburn, in Heavy Fathers, and on July 12 the Gouget in a burlesque of 
Drink. At the Royalty, on June 19, 1880, he was the Village Notary in La Sonnambula ; 
the Captain Aylesbury Duck in Mr. Reece's Parlours, produced on July 24; the Sloggs 
in H. J. Byron’s Bow Bells, produced on October 4; and the Ali Baba in Don Juan 
Junior, produced on November 3. At Christmas he played Punch, in the Drury Lane 
pantomime Mother Goose. For two years Mr. Wyatt travelled with the Hanlon-Lees in 
America. On his return he joined the Gaiety company, playing Kangy in Mr. Arthur 
Matthison’s burlesque melodrama More Than Ever, produced on November 1, 1882. He 
played a small part in Blue Beard, produced March 12, 1883; and Sebastian in Ariel, 
produced on October 8. During Lotta’s brief season at the Opera Comique, commencing 
January 13, 1884, Mr. Wyatt enacted Dick Swiveller in The Old Curiosity Shop, as 
arranged for the stage by Mr. Charles Dickens, jun., and Celestin, in Nitouche—a part he 
resumed on the revival of the play st the Trafalgar Square Theatre on May 6, 1893. 
He was the Sir Andrew Aguecheek in the Lyceum revival of Twelfth Night, 1884. At 
the Comedy Theatre, on December 17, he played Capitaine Comelouche in The Grand 
Mogul. When the Bancrofts last revived Masks and Faces at the Haymarket, on March 
28, 1885, Mr. Wyatt was the Mr. Soaper. On July 11 he played Timmins, in Cousin 
Johnny, produced by Mr. John 8. Clarke at the Strand; and on November 9 he was the 
Ravannes in Erminie, then produced at the Comedy. On October 28, 1886, Mr. Wyatt 
played Alfred Pasha in Our Diva, then produced at the Opera Comique. On April 14, 
1887, he was the Karl in Myaheer Jan, then produced at the Comedy, In a revival of 
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The Colonel, on July 25, he represented Romelli. When Atalanta was produced at the 
Strand Theatre, on November 17, 1588, Mr. Wyatt played Hippomenes; and for a time 
he replaced Mr. Kelleher as Pedrillo in Pepita, at Toole’s. He was the Don Trocadero, 
in Paul Jones, produced at the Prince of Wales's Theatre on January 12, 1889. On 
December 7 he joined the Savoy company to play the Duke of Plaza-Toro in The 
Gondoliers; audin The Nautch Girl, produced on June 30, 1890, he was the Baboo Currie. 
In Haste to the Wedding, produced at the Criterion, on July 27, 1892, Mr. Wyatt played 
Mr. Woodpecker Tapping; and in Ma Mie Rosette, produced at the Globeon November 17, 
he was the Bouillon. He was the John Maggs in The Two Johnnies, produced at the 
Trafalgar Square Theatre on October 5, and the lunatic in A Screw Loose, produced at the 
Vaudeville on November 4, In The Pied Piper of Hamelin, produced at the Comedy in 
December, he played the piper. He was the M. Henri Grattan in Zhe Chinaman, 
produced at the Trafalgar Square Theatre on September 13, 1894. Mr. Wyatt is the 
author ofa play entitled Two Recruits, first performed at Toole’s Theatre on November 8, 
1890, and part author of “The Earth Girl,” a successful novelette. 


MR. CECIL MORTON YORK. 


Mr. Ceci Morton York is the son of a doctor, and was born at Chiswick in 1864. 
t was intended that he should adopt his father’s calling; but he chose to become an 
actor, acquiring a useful experience of the stage in the stock company at Plymouth. 
Then for three years he was a member of the Beatrice company. Mr. York was with 
the Bancrofts during their last season of management at the Haymarket, in 1885. In 
1886 Mr. York supported Mrs. Bernard Beere on tour in Fedora and Masks and Faces. 
He was with Miss Kate Vaughan during her season of old comedy at the Opera Comique 
in the spring of 1887, appearing meanwhile at the Princess’s, on April 26, as Folko, in 
a morning performance of The Witch, and at the Vaudeville, on May 27, in a morning 
performance of After All, In the autumn Mr. York joined Mrs. Brown-Potter at the 
Gaiety, appearing as Count di Lunain Loyal Love. He was the King of Naples in the 
performance of Evadne at the St. James’s Theatre on November 19. A tour with Harbour 
Lights, under the direction of the Gattis, followed. Then Mr. York joined Miss Mary 
Anderson’s company, appearing notably as Beauseant and Florizel. He was with Miss 
Anderson in America when ill-health determined her, in the spring of 1889, to bring her 
career on the stage to an abrupt termination. Returning to England, Mr. York took 
part in Miss Grace Hawthorne’s production of Theodora, at the Princess’s Theatre, on 
May 5, 1890. Mr. York appeared on tour in New Lamps for Old, and on January 13, 1891, 
played Luke Cranbourne, in a revival of Woodbarrow Farm, at the Vaudeville. With 
Miss Fortescue, on tour, he appeared as Lord Jura in Moths, and Master Walter in The 
Love Chase. Then the Kendals engaged Mr. York, his notable performances under 
their management having been Victor de Riel in Jmpulse, the Duc de Bligny in The 
Jronmaster, and Captain Tempest in A White Lie. He took part in the original 
productions, in the English provinces, of Prince Karatoff and The Senator's Wife. 


On one occasion, when a well-known actor played Hamlet in the country, the gentleman 
who impersonated Guildenstern was, or imegined himself to be, a capital musician, Hamlet 
asks him, “ Wilt play upon this pipe ?”—‘‘ My lord, I carnot.”—* I ptay- you.”—* Believe 
me, I cannot.”—* I do beseech you.’’—“ Well, if your lordship insists on it, 1 shall do as well 
as I can”; and to the confusion of the Prince of Denmark, and the great amusement of the 
audience, he played the National Anthem. 


WseEn Kemble was superintending the building of Covent Garden Theatre, the following 
neat epigram was written :— 
** Actor and architect, he tries 
To please the critics one and all ; 
This bids the private tiers to rise, 
And that the public tears to fall.” 


Curious expedien's were sometimes resorted to in order to attract people to the old 
Wakefield Theatre. The following announcement rm lates toa certain evening in April 1828 :-— 
‘Great Novelty! A fine pig to be given away! Each person on going into the house will 
be presented with a ticket on which a number is inscribed. This ticket is to be preserved 
until the conclusion of the first piece. A balloon will then ascend containing corresponding 
numbers of those given to the company, upon which a (sie) will fall upon the stage ; one of 
the audience will then be selected, who being blindfolded, will pick out a number, which being 
proclaimed, the holder of the same number will be entitled to the pig!”

Cuaxkces Dickens used to relate in his own humorous style a little scene he once witnessed 
at the Rochester Theatre. An actor had forgotten his part, and could not get the prompter 
to give him the “ word.” After many adjurations and the usual appeals to his own inven- 
tion, he suddenly assumed a tragic air, addressed his companion with, “I will return anon!” 
and stalked off the stage to seek the neglectful prompter. 


In his interesting reminiscences of Mendelssobn, Mr. Seligmann tells the following story 
ef an incident at Schwerin after a musical festival which Mendelssohn had conducted :— 
“There was a public dinner, at which the ladies were present, and Mendelssohn was just sitting 
down to his soup when he was surrounded and taken captive by a chorus of aggressive females 
clamouring for autographs. With amused patience and good humour he allowed himself to be 
victimised, until a massive matron of mature years handed him hercard. Whetberof ‘malice 
ip ’ or not I cannot say, but at any rate be wrote upon the card the music and words 

‘om Haydn’s ‘Creation’: ‘ And God created great whales’ This rather personal pleasantry 
brought the card trick to an end, and enabled the composer to sit down to his soup in peace.” 

Tue following anecdote is related of an unfortunate French actor who was frequently very 
hard up. To make matters worse, he had several children, who, like their father, lived literally 
from band to mouth. One evening, while his little family were anxiously awaiting their 
customary allowance of bread and milk, he discovered on examining bis pockets that the few 
sous in his possession would barely suffice for the next day’s breakfast. A bright idea struck 
him. “Who will bave a sow instead of supper?” be asked. “I—I!” cried one and all. 
Whereupon the fond psrent distributed his remaining coins among them, and sent them to 
bed. When morning came the poor children were naturally hungrier than ever; but the 
actor was equal to the occasion. “Whoever wants breakfast,” he said, “must give papa a 
sou.” It need hardly be added that they gave it. 

In Lumley’s “ Reminiscences of the Opera,” it is stated, on the authority of the banker 
French, that Madame Catalani fell in love with M. de Valabréque, whose wife she became, 
from seeing him in the pit during one of her performances. Whether this be correct or not, 
Mr. Charles Hervey writes that when he met M. de Valabréque at Florence in 1837, the famous 
vpera singer’s husband “ wes certainly no longer an Agonis, but a wiry little man with grey 
hair, extremely active in his movements, and passionately devoted to billiards.” On one 
occasion he pleaded. as an excuse for not playing another game that it was time he started 
homewards, or he would be late for dinner, remarking: “My wife has never got over her old 
habits, and if she had her own way would on no account dine later than four. Now I prefer 
six, and as we couldn’t agree about i', we thought it best to split the difference and dine at 
five, which "—be added with a comical shrug of the shoulders—“ suits neither of us!” 

Marion Dumersan, the author of Victorine, Les Saltimbanques, and some two or three 
hundred other pieces, ured to relate a scene he had himself witnessed in 1823, atthe Panorama 
Dramatique, Parir, where a piece was brought out the prominent figures in which were a 
shepherd and his sheep. In order to give a realistic air to the performance, the manager had 
conceived the idea of introducing a flock of real sheep on the stage, and these having been 
procured with some difficulty, and trained to group themselves quietly round the shepherd, the 
régisseur declared himself satisfied with their tractability, and the first night of the novelty 
was duly announced. No sooner, however, had the animals made their appearance in a more 
or less orderly style than a tremendous burst of applause from the crowded house so startled 
them that the most intrepid among them plunged into a stage box, to the terror of its occupants, 
a of smartly dressed ladies, who beat a rapid retreat into the adjoining corridor. 
Meanwhile, the rest of the flock, leaping madly over the footiights, invaded the orchestra, over- 
turning the musicians, who vainly strove to upset the intruders, and thence made their way 
into the body of the theatre. A scene of indescribable confusion ensued, and quite an hour 
elapred before all the truants were recaptured, and the curtain finally fell upon the unfinished 


play.
